Death of Louts P. Ober. 


Why Vermont Is Popular, 


Mr. Charles Henry Base Break, the well 
■known Boston seed man, died about 8 
■o’clock Wednesday morning at the home of 
his son-in-law, Mr. Willard 0. Brackett, at 
37 Bellevue street. 

He had been In fading health for about a 
year. Heath was due to paralysis. 

Mr. Charles II. B, Break was born in 
3’epperell, Mass., Aug. 23, 1820. He was 
the sou of Joseph Breck, and one of the 
direct descendants from Edward Breck, 
who came from Ashton, England, nnd 
settled with the Puritans in Dorchester In 
1 035. In 1834, Mr. Break’s father opened 
the first store in America in which the seed 
and agricultural implement business was 
combined. It was also the third establish- 
ment in the country devoted to the sale of 
seeds. That business was continued until 
the present, nnd during nearly all the time 
at the location now occupied. 

Mr. C. H. B. Breck resided with his 
pnrents in Pepperell for about 8 years, 
■when the family moved to Lancaster, Mass., 
•where he received his education at the 
-academy of the town. He showed a re- 
markable aptitude for business early in 
life, nnd ns an assistant to his father de- 
veloped steadily and rapidly. He became 
a partner with his father in the “New Eng- 
land Agricultural Warehouse and Seed 
Store” in 1880, and had l>eeti senior mem- 
ber and bead of the firm since the death of 
his father in 1873. During his half century 
connection with the business it has devel- 
oped into one ot the most prominent in the 
United States. 

In 1893, after having absorbed several 
minor concerns, Joseph Breck «fc Sons 
bought the stock and business of Parker A 
Wood, nnd combined the plants of the two 
houses, incorporating under the statutes of 
Massachusetts as “The Joseph Breck & 
Sons, Corporation,” with Charles II. B. 
Breck as president; his sons, Charles II. 
Breck and Joseph F. Breck, respectively 
treasurer and secretary; Edward O. Hutch 
general manager, and Archibald Smith, 
manager of the seed departments. The 
business now occupies four buildings witq 
two acres of floor space. Mr. Breck has 
been a representative man in all the lines 
pertaining to his business, and has done 
much to advance the interests of agricul- 
ture and horticulture throughout the 
United States. 

lie had filled many positions of honor 
and trust, and in the Brighton distriot, 
where he formerly resided, he had held 
several responsible oflices while it was still 
a separate town, being a selectman three 
years, and a member of the school board 
six terms. 

After annexation he was an alderman of 
Boston during 1878, ’78, ’7!) and ’80, and a 
director of the East Boston ferries from 
1878 to 1884. As an alderman lie was placed 
upon several of tho most important com- 
mittees, particularly those of commons and 
squares, police and claims. He was one of 
the first udvocates of the present Metropoli- 
tan Park system, not only for its esthetic 
feature, but for the pleasure of the com- 
mon people and the ultimate financial bene- 
fit of the city and its environs. 

Mr. Breck was to the last, vice president 
•of the Mass. Horticultural Society, of 
which he had been a member for a long 
time, being chairman of the committee of 
arrangements for seventeen years. 

He was the oldest living Past Master of 
Bethesda Lodge of True and Accepted 
Masons of Brighton, of which lodge he had 
been a member for about nfty live years, 
lie was also a member of the Boston La- 
fayette Lodge of Perfection. 

Until the failing strength of declining 
years warned him that active business ex 
actions would burden him, lie was for a 
long time a director iu the Metropolitan 
.National Bank. Recently, however, he re- 
signed in favor of his son. Mr. C. E Breck. 
who was elected to the position. Mr. 
Breck had always be-m a valued supporter 
«»f the Congregational church at Brighton. 
He was also a member of the N. E. His- 
toric-Genealogical Society and of several 
other organizations. 

Mr. Greek’s sympathies were always 
alert. None in nped of sympathy were 
turned away without a willing and patient 
hearing, ami he was ever ready to assist by 
personal effort or pecuniary relief the 
necessities of all who called upon him. It 
has been frequently said of him that he 
would do more to help a friend or worthy 
applicant for assistance than he would in 
matters of his own direct interest. 

Siuce the destruction of the homestead in 
Brighton, by fire on April 19, istMi, Mr. and 
Mrs. Breck have resided with their daugh- 
ter in Newton. 

Mr. Breck is survived by a widow and 
three children, Charles II. and Joseph F. 
Breck, and Mrs. Willard G. Brackett.

After a year spent in Newark, the young 
man went to Now York for six months and 
worked as a barber, at tho end of which 
time lie returned to Newark and opened a 
barbershop. His next venture wns iu the 
book business with a man nnnied Kenny, 
but it did not pay, and the making of pic- 
ture frames was added. 

It was not long before he gave up his 
work in Newark and went to Philadelphia 
where lie gilded ornaments. lie returned 
to the bather's trade when he reached Cin- 
cinnati, but, not finding this profitable, lie 
made a trip through Pennsylvania and 
shipped produce to his father, who hud 
entered that busiuefs. Again lie drifted 
back to the barber’s shop nnd worked at 
the St. Nicholas Hotel, New York, for two 
years, when he shifted to the Fifth 
Avenue. From there he came to theTrem- 
ont House shop, in tills city, where he re- 
mained eight yeurs. 

Mr. Ober made a visit home in 1878. after 
17 years In this country, and returned to 
tuke charge of the Tremont House shop 
and that of the Revere also. More than :«) 
years ago he bought out the restaurant of 
F. A. Blanc on Winter place, which he 
conducted successfully for years, and ac- 
cumulated a considerable property in real 
estate. 

The funeral took plaoe Wednesday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock at St. Bernard’s church, 
West Newton. 

In the large gathering were many Boston 
friends of the uoer family, and a number 
of the departed’s business associates. 

Solemn high muss was celebrated, Rev. 
Charles J. Gulligati, assistant pastor of St. 
Beruard's church, as celebruut, Rev.

No clerk or sec- 
retary is allowed to be present at cabi- 
net councils, no written record is kept, 
nnd it is the custom not to take any 
notes; hence no one hut the crown nnd 
the ministers ever knows what has re- 
ally been said nnd decided at cabinet 
meetings. The oath of secrecy lasts to 
the end of life. An ex-cabinet minister 
is ns much hound by it ns an actual^ 
cabinet minister. 

Any conversation a minister or a peer 
may have with the crown on state mat- 
ters must also he kept secret. So must 
letters to and from the sovereign. And 
even communications that have passed 
between sovereigns nnd ministers of 
former reigns must not he divulged. 
But in eases of extreme urgency the 
crown could and would a. low a breach 
of the oath of secrecy.

"Iti the world’s history,” said a Buf- 
falo man, “there are three characters 
who in the popular mind stand pre-em- 
inent— Alexander the Great, Caesar and 
Napoleon.

Twelve Days on the Kaiser Wilhelm II. 

S. Ship Kaiser Wilhelm. 1 
July 8 , 1000 . i 

A lazy fascinating life, beginning with 
the hurry and hustle of hoarding the steam- 
‘*i it the lohfted doekt of tie* Him burg 
American line, in sight of the recently 
burned wharves, where so many lives and 
ships were lost— crowds of people, piles of 
luggage, chairs, trunks and rugs for cabin 
passengers, and for the five hundred Ital- 
ians indescribable bundles, pans, kettles, 
baskets and babies. All is excitement, 
noise, burry, smiles, tears and flowers, 
mingled with good byes, it may be forever, 
who knows? 

And off we go, tlie wharf and waiting 
crowds rapidly receding and soon we cut 
loose from pilot boat and the tie to Ameri- 
can shores, and a feeling of sadness and 
longing inevitably follows. But it is soon 
dissipated by activity on ship board. 
Lunch comes to divert and cheer. A 
thunder storm follows with crashing nnd 
terrifying noise and lightning that seems to 
blind— rain pours, port holes are closed and 
we nre for a time shut in. in a little while 
there is sunshine again and dinner comes, 
with moon light ami deck promenade, and 
our first day closes. Now cotne tlie days 
to try, if not our souls, sorely our stomachs. 
The waves dash high, tlie boat rolls, the 
people lie low, diners are few, and deck 
stewards are busy. Good music by the 
ship orchestra tends to cheer. .Some read 
and write, many sleep, a few play chess 
and there are tlie Italians to amaze ami 
divert us. l’oor souls! Ilow we pity 
them, all huddled up in a hunch and fed 
like animals. Why such contrast between 
two companies of human beings? "Oh, 
they never knew anything better.” Well, 
it may be so, but tlie contrast is painful and 
is emphasized by the sad fact of a stoker 
overboard ut night, craze.d, they say, with 
the fiery bent of tlie furnace below ; the 
life boat is lowered, a lighted buoy thrown 
out but no tinea of the man, and our boat 
sails on. 

Another day bright and beautiful ; games 
and promenading amuse us, the sea smooth 
und people happy. Tlie Italians sun them- 
selves in full force and one or two of them 
sing with voices as pure and sweet as that 
of some famous opera singer. Reading and 
writing and much eating are tlie order of 
the day; live meals a day for any who are 
inclined and able and many are inclined ! 
It is wonderful how fast the hours slip by 
and how gay tlie people seem. The weath- 
er and sailing are perfect We are about 
1100 miles out and nothing in sight but sky 
and sea. Tlie moon is full and gives such 
pictures with the clouds us no artist ever 
painted. This soft, fresh breeze aud 
smooth sailing are bewitching. We spend 
much time on stern deck and bask in the 
sunshine. We meet new people ami won- 
der at their peculiarities, forgetting our 
own. And now comes our first rainy 
morning. We visit the Captain, a large, 
dignified, kindly man, who gives us all a 
black ribbon with the name of the ship em- 
broidered in gold. The clouds soon scat- 
ter. tlie sun shines brightly. Dancing and 
music on deck tonight, moonlight on t‘ e 
water fascinating. Today we sight the 
Azores, and pass quite close; most beauti- 
ful to see. They are high mountainous 
islands some of them cultivated to the very 
top. Fayal, though one of the smallest, is 
one of the greenest und prettiest, with its 
gardens and fields bordered with hedges of 
ft nit tries, pine apple and < range. Num- 
erous red topped wind mills add pictur- 
esqueness to the scene. Pico is 7000 feet 
high and its peak cloud-capped, but is 
kindly revealed to view just as we puss, 
showing a perfect cone. Great masses of 
clouds divide this peak from tlie base and 
villages below. We come so close as to 
distinguish people uml animals and give 
ami answer signals. A whole week out 
and exceptionally fine weather and good 
sailing. 

A religious service mi hoard this morning 
attracts many people. It is held on deck, 
where the Italians can see ami hear, ami it 
is very interesting to note their devout atti- 
tude nnd clo*e attention during the sermon 
delivered in Italian. The band plays some 
lovely German hymn tunes and we close 
the day with Gospel hymns of praise. And 
now dawns a cool windy day and sailing 
rough— how soon it tells upon the passen 
gers, many of whom are not feeling happy 
und excite the attention aud couiinisera 
tion of those who are good sailors. But 
tlie day soon passr s ami the next morning 
is fair and sailing all we can wish. 
Glimpses of Iuml iheer us all the afternoon, 
and about o 30 we reach the mighty rock of 
Gibraltar, which looms up like a great 
mountain. Our boat anchors in the strait 
and we are tuken over to the fort in a 
tender, carriages are engaged, funny little 
pliuetou like wagons, which take us to the 
entrance of tlie fortress, where we register 
ami are guided by u British soldier through 
some of the tunnels or galleries so-called, 
where great cannon are placed ut the port- 
holes commanding both strait and bay. 
.vxx) soldiers man the fort, tlie greatest in 
the world, l imagine, and they have pro- 
visions for five years, Tlie town itself is 
curious, with very narrow streets, literally 
of stone, full of soldiers, women and chil- 
dren, with bright black eyes ami sweet 
smiles, saying thanks and good bye in Eng- 
lish and Spanish when pennies are given. 
'Hie houses are high of cream colored 
stone amt plaster. Many (lights of stone 
steps, leading up ami dawn to and from 
tlie fort and town. Un the other side are 
the Aluineda Gardens amt plaza, great 
hedges of heliotrope and oleander ami olive 
trees make the air fragrant. The stores 
are lurce and brilliantly lighted. lull of all 
sorts of fancy goods, line hotels uml two 
cathedrals, n very interesting town, and it 
seems strange enough to be away up here, 
close to Africa and hut a step from Spain 

Sailing on the Mediterranean! bow ideal! 
With waters as blue and smooth as can l>«- 
imagined, skirting tlie shore is the great 
runge of the Sierra Mountains, some of 
them snow capped ami the otlnrs ver> 
rugged ami varied in color ami form, most 
picturesque uml beautiful. To night we 
liuve u concert for the benefit of the wives 
and children of the sailors so recently lost 

in the tire ul Hoboken And now comes 
our lastduy on this steudy old boat, winch 
we shall regret to leave. The concert was 
a success in the way of emertuiuiiieut und 
financially. The ship orchestra gave some 
of its finest selections, uml there wus quite 
u progrum of songs uml readings. At 
eleven o'clock the moon rose over the dark 
blue waters und wus u wierd aud beautiful 
sight, the heavens above filled with count 
ess stars. 

l ilts sailing on tlie Mediterranean is cer- 
tainly enchanting, uml the more we liuve 
of it the more we want. We will wind up 
this lust day with music and a deuce, uml 
bid fureweii to tlie good Ka ser Wilhelm, 
which though slow is steady aud strong 
Tomorrow will find us in sunny Naples, 
and theie will begin tlie fun uml tribula- 
tions of Iuml travel in u foreigu country.

Governor Crank has made the changes 
in the state highway commission made 
necessary by the law passed by the recent 
legislature, that members of the board shall 
give their whole time to the duties of the 
commission. The chairman of the board, 
Thomas C. Menden-hall, president of the 
Worcester Polytechnic school, has long de- 
sired to resign and he has done so. Wil- 
liam E. McClintook, the consulting engi- 
neer member of the board is re-appointed 
as chairman, with a salary of $3000 a year. 
The governor had some difficulty with the 
oth^r positions, as the salary is only 
$2000 a year, and Mr. Charles W. Ross of 
Newton would not accept a re-appoint- 
ment. which would necessitate his giving 
up his position as Superintendent of Streets 
in Newton at a higher salary than the state 
board pays. Governor Crane had therefore 
to find new members ami he appointed 
Harold Parker of Lancaster, and John H. 
Manning of Pittsfield. The board is thus 
eutirely reorganized and will have a great 
work before it to live up to the high repu- 
tation of the old board. It is to be hoped 
that the old policy, made necessary by the 
claims of different localities, of building u 
little piece of uew road here and another 
there will be given up and some well de- 
fiued and wise plan of improvement will 
be substituted, such as a continuous high- 
way through the state, which would be of 
tome permanent benefit to some one. 


City politics are evoking some interest, 
in the vacation period at the shore and 
mountains, and most of the talk is now in 
regard to the representatives aud the sena- 
tor from this district. Among th * candi- 
dates talked of for representatives from 
Newton are Mr. Geo. P. Bullard of West 
Newton and Alderman Dana of Newton, 
whose friends are putting them forward as 
good men to represent Newton. Both of 
the present representatives are not candi- 
dates for re-election, it is said. Represei - 
t tive Langford is talked of for senator 
fom this district, by the political leaders, 
who are not at all satisfied witli the present 
senator, ami in fuel it is said that 
Newton has no reason to desire that lie 
should be re-elected as he bus been too 
much interested in measures that were for 
the benefit of his end of the district and 
against the good of the district .generally. 
Mr. Langford has made an excellent repre- 
sentative, as those who have read the legis- 
lative letters in the Graphic have had 
ubuudunt proof, and he has also been a 
valuable man for the state, on account of 
his knowledge of engineering and wuter 
supplies fur cities and towns.

The business 
at Uopedale bas grown to such great pro- 
portions that lie feels that he cannot salely 
neglect il umi he is therefore out of politics 
At the Milford meeting, Mr. hatnuel I , 
Powers was the chief speaker, being the 
ouly one from outside of Milford

the campaign committee asks him, aud in 
this he shows hi,* good sense. It is not 
ouly too hot to make speeches, hut it is too 
hot to listeii to them.

The state must tit the citizen 
for civic und municipal business aud ixditi- 
cul life. The church must teach spiritual 
dngmu and look ufter the erring. Did 
Christ command us to look after arithmetic, 
geography, uud botany? 

i have tuught and shull continue to touch, 
in speeches and writing, as long us 1 live, 
that Und is rightly the i«^>erty of the peo- 
ple in common, and that the private owner 
ship of Und is ugalnst the uaturul justice, 
no matter by what civil or ecclesiastical 
laws it may bo sanctioned, uud 1 would 
bring about, instantly, if 1 could, such 
change of laws ull the world over us would 
confiscate private property iu land without 
oe.peuuy of compensation to the miscalled 
owners. 

While the tax on laud values promotes 
industry, aud, therefore, increases private 
wealth, tuxes upon industry act like a line 
or punishment indicted on Industry. They 
impede uud restrain and liually strangle it. 

The sociological panacea would be tire re- 
moval of ull tuxes und < ther impediments 
from capital uud from ull products ol indus- 
try, uud pluulug tuxes upon natural boun- 
ties by appropriating the rental value to 
public use. 

Tuere is today a slavery worse than obut- 
tel slavery. It is industrial sluvery. It is 
worse for life and worse tor health. — New 
York Herald.

Out* ol Nature’s Wonders. 

At the sacred village of Totatri, 
about 40 miles from Tluuevelly, India, 
there Is one of the most wonderful nat- 
ural curiosities in tlie world. It is an 
oil well containing Inexhaustible quan- 
tities of tlie liquid. The well or spring 
is situated Within the celebrated tem- 
ple of Narayan, said to lie about the 
largest sacred edlttee iu India. At 
Baku, in tlie southeastern part of Cau- 
casia, there are also wonderful oil 
wells that spout petroleum high into 
tin* air. In September, IKStt, a well 
tapped in the ordinary manner began 
to spout with such extraordinary force 
that it deluged the whole district. For 
eight days the outflow continued, final- 
ly reaching an output of 11.000 tons. 
Another fountain broke out in March, 
18S7. and rose to h height of 350 feet, 
leaving an enormous petroleum lake.

It 
served as ills pillow, and Ids tobacco 
and pipe nlso found a place beside him. 
This latter custom is said to be very 
prevalent among the coal miners. The 
tin miners of Cornwall almost invari- 
ably include an umbrella among tlie 
coffin "furniture.” 

It would lie Interesting to learn the 
origin and significance of this strange 
use.— London Express.

Income of n Sleeping Car. 

The income or earning capacity of a 
sleeping ear is considerable. Take tlie 
run from New York to Chicago, 1,000 
miles. Every road in the United States 
pays o cents a mile for tlie privilege of 
hauling a sleeper and contracts to re- 
turn said car in as good shape as it is 
received and to pay for all damages. 
The journey on the limited expresses 
to Chicago is made in 24 hours; there- 
fore the car earns $30 a day for travel. 

If it is full, which is generally the 
case, receipts from berths, sections nnd 
staterooms amount to $185, making a 
total revenue of $125 a day. Out of 
tills must come the wages of the por- 
ter and conductor— the latter, however, 
usually having charge of several cars— 
the towels, sheets, soap, ice, etc., tlie 
whole amounting tit but a small sum. 

Then there are the wear ami tear and 
general depreciation, the daily clean- 
ing, the annual refitting and repaint- 
ing. Set these charges down at 10 per 
cent and give the car three trips a 
week of 1,000 miles each, and we have 
its earnings at over $00,000 annually. 
Some can earn a great deal more.— 
Kansas City Journal.

Henry W. Fanning, a prominent Newton 
Upper Falla resident, passed away at his 
"home last Sunday, aged S4 years. Death 
was due to old age. 

Mr. Fannin# was born In Marlboro, near 
‘Glastonbury, Conn , May 23r«l, I8i<*. He 
was one of a family of nine childred. The 
oarly part of his life was spent in c *tton 
manufacturing In the employ of .lohn W. 
slater, one of the pioneers in the cotton in- 
dustry In this country. At the age of lfi 
Mr. Fanning was superintendent, In charge 
of the weaving department of two mills 
belonging to Mr. Slater, at .lewett City, 
Conn. At the age of 2t>, in partnership 
with one of his brothers, he built and 
operated n small twine and batting mill 
near .lewett City. This settlement, which 
included the mill and a lew houses, was 
named Pon ville. The business was oarried 
on successfully for a number of years until 
the property was destroyed by tire. Later 
the land and water privileges were sold 
to the Ashland Manufacturing Company, 
who own the property today. Doing a 
thoroughly experienced man. Mr. Fanning’s 
services were sought after by a number of 
mills and he finally accepted a position 
with the Clinton mills, Woonsocket, 11. I. 
It was at this time the mill was being built 
and he superintended the starting of all 
the new machlnry in the weaving depart- 
ment. He came to Newton Upper Falls to 
enter the employ of the late Otis l’ettee, at 
the Newton cotton mills, about 48 years 
ago. lie spent several years in the employ 
of the Newton Mills Co. and finally re- 
signed his position, and with his sons 
entered the grocery business, and was very 
successful and continued the business for 
over 30 years at Newton Upper Falls. The 
Inst few years of his life he lms spent in a 
quiet, retired way at his home, corner of 
bummer and Spring streets. 

At the funeral, which took place Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 2.30, simple yet im- 
pressive services were held at ttie Fanning 
residence, corner Summer arid bpring 
streets, and were in charge of llev. Mr. 
Davis of Georgetown, formerly of Newton 
Upper Falls. Scripture reading and pray- 
er.- were followed by an eulogy. J here 
were no pallbearers. At the close of the 
services the remains were taken to the 
New ton cemetery for burial.

TVHAT Till HOYS ARE DOING IN camp at 
1 . A K K W I X X F.P F. SAUK 1 I . 

The following letter from Guy O. Smith 
of Boyd street gives a good idea of camp 
life in the Boston V. M. C. A. Camp, nt 
Sandy Island, N. II , on Lake Wtnnepe- 
saukee. lie writes: 

Sandy Island, Aug. 3, 1000. 
Dear Father and Mother :- 

On my arrival at the Wiers I took the 
steamer Mt. Washington, which landed 
mo At Long Island. Some of the fellows 
from the camp were there and rowed me to 
the camp. The camp is very oozy and 
’'home like;” there are fifty fellows here 
now and it Is packed. The food is coarse 
but wholesome, and any one cannot help 
eating it after getting good and hungry be- 
fore every meal. 1 have been hungry at 
every meal and oaten my share ami per- 
haps more. It Is the jolllest place I i ver 
visited. On coming over it was very rough, 
the waves leaving the boat out of sight of 
land almost when the next would lift it 
aloft in sight of every thing. A crowd of 
us went to church at Mirror Lake at 
Fonghtensborough on Sunday. We rowed 
about two miles over and another mile and 
one half w e wulked to the church. There 
is no danger to go into, they are very strict 
about canoes, but the row boats any one 
can takp. I went into the water twice 
Saturday ; it is very w arm and makes one 
feel fresh on coming out. The nights are 
quite cool, but 1 can keep as warm as I 
wish. Most of the fellows hire their 
blankets up here. There arc plenty of 
tennis rackets which belong to the V. M. C. 
A., and can be had free. Games are aUo 
abundant and they have a piano in the din- 
ing room. 1 met a tellow up here by the 
name of Zeigler; he is in the suspender 
business, works for his uncle, who is a 
competitor of dad’s. He said Mr. Smith 
was a jolly tuau. He went home Saturday 
and his brother is here now. 1 shall not 
use cue half of the clothes I brought, but 
that felt hat is just what I needed, and the 
two sweat .»rs are very comfortable. I use 
the jersey of my bathing suit to wear as a 
sw eater. I do not wear it in the water. 

The Idlewild camp is just across the 
lake. I met a fellow Sunday whom I knew. 
He was in my four up to High; be was 
very glad to see me. Ho is staying at the 
Idlewild camp. I would not have missed 
coming here for anything, the air is clear 
and smells so sweet. The fellows who 
have been here arc brown as nuts, they 
wear nothing but bathing suits and tenuis 
shoes. They are planning excursions to 
Bed Hill aud Ossipee Mt. Bark for next 
week. They go all day and It does not cost 
over forty cents for each one. lludden and 
l rowed around the island Saturday ; It is 
not a great distance. There is a doctor 
here 1 >r. Mayland, one of the directors of 
the Y. M. C. A., and his wife and children, 
they live in a cottage above the camp. 
There is no need of mother’s worrying, it 
Isas safe us at home. We sleep side by 
side twenty-five in a dormitory. I am 
bunked in the Astoria. Cow Island is just 
aero s from us ami above that is Long 
Island. You may see the address at the 
top of the sheet. My arms are sunburnt 
above the elbow ami are quite sore, but my 
ointment is quite a lubricator, and there is 
some consolation in the fact that many 
others are the same way. A fellow named 
Wilcox was speaking of Chas. Bradley and 
said he met him up here last year. There 
liuve been many fellows here who were 
' here la-t year, but just at present they are 
mostly new comers. The fishing Is excel 
; lent for those who can catch them, black 
i bass mostly, and burned pout and some 
pickerel. If you are having a good time 
leeding'the liens remember I am having a 
j good time also. I have got over most of 
my cold. I do not cough any but have the 
smithes some. Well, good by until I hear 
from you. Your son,

Death of Rev. Dr. Henry A. Hazcn. 

Rev. Dr. Henry A. Hazcn, for 20 years a 
prominent Auburndale resident and a fore- 
most Congregationalist, died last Saturday 
in the village of Hartford, Vt. Announce- 
ment of Rev. Dr. ilnzen's death came as a 
great shock when it was brought to Au- 
bnrndalo last Sunday. Not only wns 1 e 
prominent in that place, but he was well 
known as statistical secretary of the Con- 
gregational Sunday sohool and publishing 
society as well as editor of the Congre^a 
tionnl year book of the United States. 

Accompanied by his wife, Dr. Hnzen 
attended a pionic at Fairlee utear Hartford* 
Vt . last Saturday, and was driving home 
when he was taken suddenly ill and died a 
short time afterwards, Death.it is believed, 
was due to heart failure. 

The Bar. Henry Allen Ilazen was born 
in Hartford, Vt., Deo. 27, 1832. He was 
the sou of Allen aud Hannah Putnam 
(Dana * Ilazen. His early education was 
secured in the schools of his native town, 
and later lie took complete courses at the 
Phillips Academy, Danville, Vt., aud Kim- 
ball Union Academy. In 1830 lie entered 
Dartmouth College and was graduated in 
1834. After three years of training in the 
Andover Theological Seminary, he left that 
institution aud was ordained with Henry 
Fairbanks at -St. Johnsbury, Vt., on Feb. 
17, 1858. 

His first charge was that of acting pastor 
at the Congregational church in Hardw ick, 
Vt , which he held from 1838 until 1859. 
The following two years he presided over 
a church at Barton, Vt., and in 1801 and 
1802 was in Randolph. Ho wns installed 
at Plj mouth. N. 1L, Jan. 21, 18U3, uml re- 
mained there until July 15, 1808, a period 
of five years. Oil .Sept. 2, 1808, he went to 
Lyme and remained until Sept. 30, 1870. 
On Dec. 8 of that year ho went to Pitts- 
field, X. H„ ami remained until Nov. :>o, 
1872. His a>t charge was in Billorica, this 
state, where he was installed May 2, 1874, 
and from which pastorate he resigned on 
May 4, 1879. Since 18.so he had resided in 
Auuurndale. 

It was iu 1879 that the Rev. Mr. Ilazen 
assumed the duties of a clerkship in tho 
Congregational Sunday sohool and Pub- 
lishing Society’s offices in Boston, lie was 
employed in the secretary’s office from 1880 
until 1883. In that year he was made sec- 
retary of the National Council of Congre- 
gational chinches, a position he held ut the 
time of his death. 

He was an usjoeiate editor of the Con- 
gregational Quarterly from 1870 to 1878; 
editor of the year book of the Cougrega- 
tionallsts since 1883; also of the triennial 
"Minutes of the National Council,” iu all 
21 volumes, to 1899. 

From 1872 uutil 1874, the Rev. Mr. Ha- 
zen was secretary of the New Hampshire 
General Association, und editor of its 
minutes during that time. The same office 
he had held iu the Massachusetts General 
Association since 1888. From 1880 until 
1890, the Rev. Mr. Ilazen was secretary of 
the Andover Alumni Association, editing 
its annual necrology reports and its last 
general catalogue, published in 1880. 

Other offices ot trust held by the Rev. 
Mr. Hazen were these: Assistant secretary 
of the first international Congregational 
council in London in 1891, aud secretary of 
the committee of arrangements for the 
second council, held in Boston in 1899; 
trustee of the New Hampshire mission 
1872-74; of Kimball Union Academy, 1809- 
80 ; ul the llowe school, Billerica, 1875-80; 
director of the American Congregational 
Association, 1890 ; member of the New 
Hampshire and Vermont Historical so- 
cieties and of the New England Historic 
Genealogical Society since 1875, and cor- 
responding secretary of the hitler, 1892 93; 
received the houorary degree of D. D.,lrotn 
Marietta College, 1891. 

The Rev. Mr. Ilazen published u histori- 
cal mauual of ttie Congregational chinch, 
Plymouth, N. U., 1805; historical dlscouiae 
ot the same church, 1875; “The Ministry 
and churches ol Now Hampshire,” 1870; 

“ The Pastors of New Hampshire,” 1*78; 
"The History of Billerica,” 1883; "New 
Hampshire und Veriuuut.” un lustuiicul 
study, 1892. 

The Rev. Dr. Hazen was married July 9, 
1803. to Charlotte Eioise, daughter of Dr. 
Geoige Barrett Green of Wiudsur, Vt ; 
she died Feb. 8, ISM Dr. liazeu’s second 
marriage occurred Aug. hi, when Martha 
Betbia, dauguter ot George \V. lleuth of 
Boston, uecame his wife. Ot his children, I 
Mary, Dorn Nov. 23, 1804, died 8>ept. 3u, 
1805; Emily, boru Aug. 5, 1800, graduated 
Irom Smith College in 1889. She was a 
teacher at Bridgeton, X. J., and Puebm, i 
Col. Si lice 1894, she has taught in tlm 
Newton High school. Charlotte, born 
Nov. 0, 1808, graduated from the Posse 
gymnasium, Boston, in 1891, ami was a 
teacher of gymnastics and physicul cul- 1 
ture ut Denver, Col., 1894-5, und ut the I 
Posse gymnasium, Boston, 1890 7. 

Much ot the history of tho cluss of 1854 
of Dartmouth College was written by Dr. 
Ilazen, who gathered ami edited much of 
tire material. In political faith Dr. Ilazen 
w as an ardent Republican aud was always 
deeply inteiested in the affairs of national, 
state und municipal government. He lor 
many years wus one of the leaders of the 
Auburndale Village Improvement Society, 
and hud the aff airs of that village much at 
heart. He was a regular attendant ut tlio 
Hancock street Congregational church and 
did much to increase the membership. He 
wus kuuwu throughout the city, not only 
lor his interest in church affairs, but also 
for his activity in local improvements. 

The surviving members of the Rev. Dr. 
llazen’s family, a widow and two daugh- 
ter.-, ure ut pi eseut iu Wilder, Vt., where 
the luueral w as held Tuesday.

The Albany (New York) Press is greatly 
concerned in regard to the advertising cards 
,in street cars, ami makes the unique sugges- 
tions that follow in regard to them: 

Among modern mii-niices is street car ad- 
vertising. We mean the row of card signs 
hoisted up aloft whereon in uncouth Eng- 
lish and inartistic letters and pictures are 
set fortli the alleged virtues of corsets, liv- 
er pills, cundied beaus, evaporated oats and 
other commodities for man and beast. 
These monstrosities commit visual assault 
and battery upon us every time we are 
obliged to use the motor lines. The thing 
has become almost intolerable to sensitive 
people. The railway companies have no 
local right to thus disfigure their cars. The 
franchises donated to them by the silly pub 
lie were to use the streets and highways as 
common carriers of passengers, not to block 
traffic with traveling billboards and Meal 
good advertising money from the newspa- 
pers. The companies might just as legally 
distribute milk uml vegetables along the 
route, or start a laundry, collecting collars 
and cuffs from passengers en transit Let 
the cars be cleansed of the atrocious cards 
and if the space they occupied must be filled 
there are texts, mottoes, pictures aud por- 
traits of worth and beauty that are avail- 
able.

The funeral service of Mrs. Fayette Shaw 
took place Saturday afternoon, August 4th, 
at 3 o’clock at the family residence on II ar- j 
vard street, Newtonvllle. The house was 
filled with a large gathering of relatives 
and friends. Musical selections were ren- 
dered by the Temple quartet of Boston. 
The eulogy was pronounced by l!ev. S. G. 
Dunham, pastor of tlie Newton Universal- 
ist church. lie began his address witli a 
favorite quotation of Mrs. Shaw from 
Charles Sumner : “If you feel weary and 
languid and sometimes wonder why tlie 
angels tarry so long, remember that tlie 
powers that can read the value of a human 
life know when to call you home.” He said 
that this standard could scarcely measure 
tlie value of .such a life, that it was only at 
times like tills that we realize something of 
tlie wortli (»f lmmun life. The sadness of 
tlie hour, tlie deep grief, the precious mem- 
ories, tlie yearning (if hearts for tlie old- 
time love all tell more eloquently than 
words can express of tlie beauty and 
strength of the life now closed to earth. 
He spoke of tlie fact that Mr. and Mrs.

It 
was tlie proud boast of a noted execu- 
tioner iti northern Italy, at this time, 
that in 13 years ho had assisted in 
burning tiOO persons charged with sor- 
cery. Iu Scotland, between 1500 and 
1000, 8.000 people were put to death, 
an average of 200 a year. The last 
execution for witchcraft lu England 
took place lu 1712. iu Scotland in 1722. 
lu Germany in 17-10 and iu Spain in 
1781.”

The present adulation of rich men by 
politicians and political papers has its 
comical side. Somehow this worship never 
seemed so outspoken and intense before, 
but perhaps that is merely because of re- 
cent events iu our history. Put we see au 
ordinary man who has made a million or so 
lauded because of his democratic manners, 
and because he still recognizes his former 
friends. It is told with great impressive- 
ness that he still speaks to common people, 
os if this were something of great merit, 
or as if he were not one of the common 
people himself. There are rich men in 
politics und elsewhere who are boorish* 
ignorant and very unpleasant companions, 
and their influence on public affairs is the 
reverse of beneGcial. They have made mil- 
lions, but that is hardly to their credit, as 
it was done by dishonest methods. The 
late Jay Gould, for instance, made his 
money by wrecking railroads und fleecing 
small investors, and his whole fortune 
would not pay for all the suffering lie has 
caused. Many of the great fortunes were 
made in like manuer. Other men had a 
pull with the government and made their 
money by having a high tariff put on the 
goods they manufactured, and taxing their 
fellow citizens. In fact, if the old friends 
of many of the millionaires are willing to 
still recognize them it is to their credit 
rattier than thut of the millionaires. Other 
countries have old families which started 
fin robbery or some other successful crime 
<»r scandal, but it was so long ago that tiieir 
descendants and every one -else have for- 
gotten it, but here our millionaires are too 
ciear their sordid beginnings to be invested 
with any perceptible halo. It muy be very 
well fur political papers and politicians to 
flutter and crawl before the possessors of 
lulllious, as money buys legislatures and 
appointments and all sorts of honors, but 
they are making a mis ake iu doing this so 
openly. The great majority of psople are 
nut dazzled, but still measure a man by 
what he is und not by what he has. 

’Senator IIanna's visit to Boston this 
week is said to have caused a general scat- 
tering of wealthy Republicans, who left 
town for au indefinite period, a yacht being 
Hie favorite method. Four years ago 
3Iauua is said to have squeezed two mil- 
lions out of Boston men for the Republican 
campaign final, but as most of the con- 
tributors have more than got their money 
back out of trusts and other government 
favors, they can afford to contribute gen- 
erously again und tlie public will look on 
complacently at the squirming victims.

castle.”

Lawns about the city are burned bndly 
and gardens have needed constant watering 
to keep the vegetables and flowers grow- 
ing.

Put this rair 
will do a good deal to remedy matters, nnd 
in August the usual damp nnd muggy 
weather always freshens up the grass and 
foliage. Iu the farming districts such a 
rain as we have had is worth much money 
to every farmer.

Put if ho feels tills way and 
is serious about the gravity of the danger 
his place is right here at home, in the legis- 
lature, where he oau fight the corporations, 
aud he should not aim to run away to 
Washington, out of the sight of danger. 
When a candidate for ofllce suddenly and 
without warning begins to talk about the 
danger of corporation influence, it looks as 
if his chances were getting desperate. 


The excellence of Newton’s water sup 
ply bus been shown in this dry weather. 
In other places the use of hose has been 
prohibited, on account of the scarcity of 
water, and even then people were cau- 
tioned to be Viry careful. Put here in 
Newton no prohibition has been put on 
the use of water and some of the water 
meters have had to work night and duy, iu 
order to save tbe lawns aud gardens, Evi- 
dently our water supply is suflicient for all 
needs for a tiumber of years. 


Watertown’s tax rate was announced 
this week as Si7.au increase of 40 cents 
over last year. It costs something to live 
iu the old town. The assessors only found 
an increase of something over Slf>0,000, the 
high prices of all buildiug materials hav- 
ing interfered with the putting up of many 
new buildings. 


Waltham’s tax rate has been reduced 
to $14 this year, and the Watch city peo 
ole ure correspondingly happy. It is u re- 
duction of Sl.-O from last year und is due 
to tbe efforts of Mayor Mayberry, who has 
all along blue pencilled appropriations in 
the interest of economy. 


The wheat crop in Kansas will be 
worth over two million dullurs this year, 
it is said, uml prosperity is smiling on the 
Kansas farmers, together with drummers 
with all sorts of things to sell. 


It is reported thut Mr. J, C. Ivy is also u 
candidate for representative, in uddition to 
those mentioned lust week.

There are some fteeda which "literal- 
ly corkscrew themselves Into the 
ground.” The most remarkable Iti- 
ttnnce Is perhaps that of the Bplnn 
pennatn. n beautiful south European 
grass. The actual seed Is small, with 
a sharp point and stiff* short hairs 
pointing backward. The top end of 
t he seed is produced Into a flue, twist- 
ed, eorkserewllke rod, which is fol- 
lowed by n plain cylindrical portion, 
ending in a long, delicate feather, the 
whole being more than a foot In length. 
Owing to this feather the seed falls to 
the earth point downward nnd sticks 
In the ground. 

Put even If the seed should settle on 
Its side, damp, by acting on the hairs 
nttnehed to It, causes It to rise up till 
Its point is downward. If a shower 
comes on or dew falls, the spiral un- 
winds, elongating Itself upward. Be- 
ing covered, like the seed, with back- 
ward pointing linlrs, it usually presses 
against some blade of grass or other 
obstacle, with the result that the seed 
Is pressed Into the ground. 

On the spiral becoming dry ngnln. It 
curls up. nnd tbe seed Is not drawn 
out of the ground owing to Its back- 
ward pointing hairs, but the spiral nnd 
the feather are easily drawn down. On 
the return of damp the spiral again un- 
winds and. noting ns before, drives the 
seed still farther down until at Inst It 
Is quite buried.

As Mrs. Rivers failed to appear, Mrs, 
Hertsch decided to call on her at 107 War- 
ren avenue, and ask the former to pay the 
children’s board, and come and take them 
away.

It 
dazzles; it bewilders the struggling youth. 
It may inspire him for a lime, but that in- 
spiration soon wears off'. It is not possible 
for one to tollow in tbe footsteps of 
another. Each must work for his own 
destiny. 

"A young man does not want to bother 
over what rumor says about him. 1 have 
never cared a cent what any human being 
thought or said about me or my action so 
long as 1 was satisfied. It i s my idea 
tlmt a man's business should De his first 
thought. It has always been miue. In 
consequence I suppose there are a great 
many things about which l kuow less than 
the average man, but 011 the other hand I 
am very certain that there is nobody who 
knows more about my own business than 
Ido myself. I never leave my game to 
play another fellow’s. A great deal of 
sorrow has been caused by men who i:> 
sisted on meddling with a game about 
which they knew nothing.

The Brookline papers tai not give up 
their attacks on the locality argument, aud 
the Chronicle last week returned to it and 
instanced United States Senators, who are 
elected by this state practically for life. 
But Mr. Williams is not a candidate for 
United States Senator, as yet, and in the 
case of a new Congressman the locality 
argument has generally held in this state, 
except in cases where an ambitious 
aspirant, like Mr. Williams, wants to sue 
ceed a representative fiom his own town. 

< >f course ho has no respect for the locality 
argument, and thinks it should be disre- 
garded in his case. 

The Chronicle goes so far as to say “rota- 
tion can properly be tolerated when a can- 
didate in some other part of the district is 
found who can do better, greater and more 
effie’ent work than Mr. Williams.’’ The 
implication is of coarse that Mr. Williams 
stands without a peer in the llstrict, which 
is news indeed. We fear that outside of n 
small circle of personal friends no one in 
Brookline thiuks that is the case. At this 
distance from that superlati rely wealthy 
iowu, Mr. Williams does not tj.ver above 
the cro vd, and the or l nary person woul 1 
say that there must be at least a thousand 
men in the district equally well fitted for 
the duties of a congressman, while it 
would be within limits to say that there 
a -e a hundred who are better fitted in 
every way. Brook Hue has had several 
representatives in Congress, an l their 
frien is have always apologized for their 
never being heard of after they get to 
Washington, bjT claiming that they were 
“strong in committee work.” In his terms 
at the State House, Mr. Williams was 
“stroug in committee work” and really did 
fairly well, but lie gave no evidence of ex- 
traordinary ability, that made him known 
outside of the State House. Most people 
who pride themselves on keeping the run 
of State House uiTairs had some difficulty 
in recalling his name, when lie first pre 
seated himself as a candidate for Congress. 
<>f course he would like the office, and so 
would a hundred or more other men. 

But the people in the district would like

Tiil Boston Coiiukr finds a congenial 
midsummer topic in a consideration of the 
“gold brick” industry. It is of the opinion 
that New England furnishes the field in 
which the largest sales are effected. The 
Courier contends that this is by no means 
due to a prevalent and overmastering de- 
sire to get something for nothin/, to over- 
reach nt a bargain. It offers a higher and 
finer explanation. “If our Massachusetts 
and New England farmers fall easy prey to 
the man who wants to sell them a gold 
brick, or to the man who wants a deposit 
for safe-keeping e i oil of brown paper 
against their roll of bank notes, it is be- 
cause of their too great confidence in 
human nature ; and this is bred of simple 
u n ightness of character in themselves.” 


Tiie Boston Advertiser says that the 
average of prison life in Massachusetts 
county institutions is said to be so pleasant 
and attractive that it is not strange to find 
that some of the prisons nre kept nearly 
full most of the time. Massachusetts is 
periodically afflicted with invasions by 
tramps for whom the ordinary country 
prison has no terrors. Superintendent 
Wadlin, a few years ago, published a tramp 
census, showing how the number of tramps 
in Massachusetts was increasing, but these 
tables showed also that in sections where 
discipline wus enforced the tramps were 
fewer iu number. Evidently there is such 
a thiug as making a prison too pleasant and 
attractive, and when that is done, the pub- 
lic suffers, in the long run. 


AN UNKNOWN YOUNG WOMAN LOSES 
HER LIFE. 

A drowning accident took place near I 
Long Bridge, on the Charles river near 1 
Riverside, last evening. \V. II. Thomas of | 
Green street and the young woman went 
up the river about 0 o’clock, and near the 
bridge the canoe was overturned. The 
cries for help attracted a number of canoes, 
but when they reached t ho place Thomas 
w as found In the water insensible, and the 
voting woman had disappeared. Thomas 
was taken to the boat house on tho recrea- 
tion grounds, but it was some time before 
lie was revived enough to give his name 
He was unable to give the name ol his 
companion. Her body was found a short 
time after the accident occurred, and after 
all attempts at resusuitntiou had been 
t led, without avail, wasi removed to Cute’s 
undertaking rooms at West Newton. 

The young woman was about 20 years 
old, .*• feet S» inches iu height, and weighed 
about 150 pounds. She wore a black silk 
skirt and iavendar waist. She is supposed 
to belong in Auburndale, and had not been 
identified up to noon today. Assistant 
Medical Examiner Utley of Newton viewed 
t te body.

Last week broke the record for summer 
heat and no one will forget the weather of 
last Saturday, which was so scorching 
that it was impossible to find a cool spot. 
Around this section factories had to shut 
down out of regard to the lives of their 
employes, ami work was generally sus- 
pended everywhere. The heat hung on 
through the night and it was not until day- 
light that the east wind sprang up and 
brought relief. This week has been cool 
and damp with frequent showers and the 
stay at homes have had a chance to enjoy 
themselves and also to bring out their over- 
coats, about the first time this summer that 
that article of apparel lias been needed. 

The political campaign lias really beeun. 
j idging from the story that Oom Paul has 
been contributing millions to the democrat- 
ic campaign fund, and other equally true 
sensations may be expected every week. 
The Oom Paul story was such an evident 
infringement on the British gold yarn that 
it fell rather fiat and did not need the 
prompt denial that followed it to be regard 
ed as absurd. Whether the usual British 
cold yarn will also be started this year is 
questionable, although it may be given out 
by the Democrats, the British sympathies 
being so evidently with their opponents 
this year. 

The Springfield Repi blican In re- 
gard to Mr. Fred H. Williams’ suddeu con- 
version to auti-corporation beliefs says it 
might be interesting to the voters to look 
up his record iu connection with the 
Beverley Farms case before the legislature. 
That was a celebrated case and many men 
made rather an unfortunate record, iu bid- 
ing with the rich summer visitors who 
wanted a nice little tax dodging parudise 
all by themselves. The people geuerully 
did not favor this scheme und it failed, but 
not till after repeated efforts. 


The death of Collis P, Huntington re- 
moves a man who had great iulluence at 
Washington. What lie wunted went 
t trough Congress and what he opposed 
f tiled. It is said also thut lie secured what 
lie wanted not so much by the paying of 
money, though that was not wanting when 
it was necessary, as by bringing pressure to 
bear upon .Senators and members of con 
gress. He pulled the wires and they liud I 
to duuce to his tune whether they wunted 
to or uut. 


Commander S. W. Very of the U. S. 
gunboat Castine lias joined his family nt 
their residence on Waverley avenue, New- 
ton, after more than a year’s aetivo service 
in the Philippines and near China. 

“It is seven months,” lie said since I have 
been in the Phillipplnes. We were en- 
gaged in blockading near Zamboanga, on 
the island of Minduimo. It may appear 
somewhat monotonous. To those possess- 
ing subordinate interests it was, yet 1 hud 
a personal interest und was always em- 
ployed watching the active operations. 
This coutinued until the culmination of 
events early in Deoemoer. 

“Our oulytcommunications with Manila 
were official. Occasionally we heard of 
events from colliers or when trips wore 
made across from Zamboanga to a station 
in the Sulu archipelago. 

“In December 1 sailed for Manila, aud 
upon arriving they reported to Admiral 
Watson. After a slay there we went to 
Shanghai, and there felt the Castine for 
repaii s. 

“The state of affairs now described in 
Shanghai wusuuheard of even when 1 left 
there, June 30. For some weeks during 
June some apprehension was felt, though 
before 1 left all fear had subsided. Consul 
Gen. Guuduow, who escorted me to the 
merchant vessel on which l returned home, 
seemed to tliiuk there would be no future 
trouble at that time. 

"The Cas ine is a sister gunboat to the 
Macliias’ which 1 learn hy a dispatch to- 
day lias been tukeii out of commission. 
Tiie Casliiie was m need of many repairs, 
and is to undergo a thorough overhauling 
f i’eui indications w hen 1 left, it appeared 
as though tho work on the gunboat would 
not oe completed until after tne time speci- 
fied in the contract.

—Tiie barn and connecting buildings 
owned by E. Jennings, Weston, were 
totally destroyed by fire last Saturday even- 
ing that raged for three hours, and at 
times the destruction of houses on both 
sides was threatened. The lire was dis- 
covered iu time to allow tiie escape of 150 
head of cattle and lb horses, while many 
hogs were burned, Tiie town being with- 
out a water supply, und it being a tong 
time before assistance from Wellesley und 
Newton was called, all efforts were put 
toward saving adjoining property, with aid 
of hand pumps. Steamer 2 of Newton 
with Hose 6 aud the Wellesley apparatus 
had streams on the blaze aud saved some 
property after many feet of hose were laid 
to a pond some distance away, The loss 
was estimated at $35,000, well covered by 
insurance. Tiie tire originated iu the upper 
part of the barn and an investigation is to 
he made at once. Temporary shelter is be- 
ing provided for ca'lle by the erection of 
many sheds. Mr. Jennings had one of the 
best equipped dairy farms in tiie state and 
will as soon as possible begin erection of 
new buildings.

Municipal Ownership. 

[Ranker »V Tradesman.] 

The decision of Judge Colt of the United 
.States Circuit Court in the case of the New 
buryport Water Co., will hardly be agree- 
able to public sm vice corporations in this 
state. The Water Co., when the city took 
its plant, contended that tiie legislature 
had no constitutional right to provide that 
in determining the value of the property, 
the good will, franchise and future earn- 
ing capacity should not be taken in consid- 
eration. It was also objected that the leg- 
islature exceeded its authority in passing 
an act giving the city the right to establish 
a plant of Its own; this, the company as- 
serted, amounted to a threat ami made tiie 
taking involuntary. The court decides 
against the company ou all points, it is 
held that the legislate! e had n right to pass 
the statutes it did ami that tiie company’s 
property was not taken without due pro- 
cess of law. The result of this decision if 
it stands on appeal will he that share- 
holders in public service corporations 
w hich are doing business at a profit might 
us weil make up their minds to have their 
property taken sooner or later. The time 
is not far distant when probably gas and 
water companies will all be run as niunici- 
pal departments The success which has 
attended tiie control of water might easily 
be duplicated in the case of gas.

Even 
in this form it i- very deadly, a 20 
per cent mixture of the acid would kill 
nearly as quickly ns If pure. 

Atropine, though It has no harmful 
odor. Is so deadly that ns much of It ns 
would adhere to the end of a moistened 
forefinger would Instantly cause death. 

Cyanide of potassium hns a pleasant 
smell, which Is uot injurious, but n 
small quantity swallowed kills nt once. 

Pure ammonia, If Inhaled, would 
cause death almost ns quickly ns prus- 
sic acid. 

When a carboy of nitric acid Is bro- 
ken. some one lias to suffer. It will 
burn wood, eat through Iron plates nml 
destroy whatever It touches. Such an 
accident once happened in an acid fac- 
tory. Every one ran away, lenviug 
the acid to amuse Itself by setting 
fire to tilings. Soon It was seen that 
the building would lie destroyed and 
hundreds of people thrown out of 
work, and four men volunteered to put 
out the fire in the acid room. They 
succeeded and came out all right. Five 
hours later all were dead. 


MULES, RATS AND MEN. 

Miner* Show Wisdom In Paying; Ileed 
to Certain Phenomena. 

“Well, that Isn’t superstition; it’s 
reality,” and the eoal mine Inspector 
didn’t seem a bit pleased with the 
suggest iou that superstition might 
sometimes be responsible for the ac- 
tions of miners. 

“Coal uiiuerg,” he went ou to say, 
"are uot superstitious. Hear noises? 
Of course they do, but do people sup- 
pose those noises are Imaginary? It 
beats all how little Is known generally 
about coal mining. 

"Folks get It Into their heads,” the 
Inspector continued, "that a man who 
will quit work iu a certain port of a 
mine because he sees the rats desert- 
ing that section Is superstitious when, 
ns a matter of fact, he simply displays 
sound Judgment. Very soon after the 
rnts quit sounds will be heard, nud 
later ou a slide follows. What would 
have hnppcued to the man had he 
credited his fears to superstition by 
disregarding the exodus of the rnts 
and the subsequent noises? 

“Rnts are the first of a mine’s inhab- 
itants to realize danger, and then 
comes the mule. Mnn is the last. So 
it is only natural that he should take 
us positive Indications of trouble the 
actions of the others, and he should 
not be regarded as a superstitious 
creature ou that account. 

“After rats desert an entry It Is next 
to Impossible to get a mule Into It, not 
because the rats left, but because the 
mule realizes the danger. Left to 
themselves rnts or nudes would never 
he caught In slides lu mines, but It Is 
different with men, who will uot fol- 
low the lead of the other two.’’— Den- 
ver I'ost. 


Mr. Campbell'* I.oual Adventure. 

Robert J. Campbell of New York had 
an odd and even awkward experience 
one day which Illustrates forcibly a 
peculiar phase lu the practice of law 
lu the metropolis.

A second time he was strung 
up and a second time let down, but 
life wns nearly extinct, nnd he wns 
much longer in being restored tlmu be- 
fore. 

The luckless Inndlotd knew be could 
not pass through another such ordeal 
nmi live, so he consented to confess. 
He purposely lengthened the confes- 
sion In order to gain time, nnd said 
that lie nnd two men, mimed Rogers 
and Haggard, lind poisoned some whis- 
ky and induced Rowe to drink it. and 
after hJs death they had burled him 
in a hollow’ some distance away. It 
was nearly daylight when the confes- 
sion was made, and the lynchers de- 
termined to take King to jail in Lafa- 
yette and then arrest Rogers and Hag- 
gard. 

Before the jail wns reached day lmd 
dawned, nnd King recognized his cap- 
tors as members of the Horse Thief 
Detective company of Benton, Warren 
nnd Tippecanoe counties, nearly nil of 
whom were known to him.

"I find that the room is too small to 
contain the number who desire to come 
in, so we must leave It and bold the !

At this a few rose and went out, but 
tlie majority retained their seats. Then 
O’Connell said: 

"I will tell you the truth. You are !

calm, till nil had gone out In snfety. 
Then he walked quietly across the 
sundering, crocking floor, reaching the 
door just ns the shattered beams gave 
way.

Is a good conductor of heat and elec- 
tricity. which Is only another form of I 
heat. If a poker Is heated in the Ore, . 
you pick up a cloth to hold the outer 
end, although It has not been in the | 
fire, because experience has taught you 
that the heat Is connected through the 
metal from the tire to the outer end. 

This experiment with the flaming 
coal Is based upon this principle and 
the additional one that linen and cot- 
ton are poor conductors of heat. Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over It so that there is 
not a wrinkle nt the top. If the linen 
or cotton is closely woven, the trick is 
all the more certain. Then, holding 
the cloth tightly In place, j*ou can safe- 
ly put a glowing coal on top of the 
cloth, and, while it burns fiercely, the 
cloth will not even be scorched. 

The reason Is that the great conduc- 
tivity of the copper draws the heat of j 
the coni before it can burn the cloth. p .

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ANOTHER EATAL1TY AT RIVERSIDE. 

DANOKHS Ol A CANOE TRIP ON THE 
CHARLES RIVER. 

The fourth drowning on the Newton por- 
tion of the upper Charles river within live 
days occurred at 0.30 Tuesday evening, 
when Miss Kosa Cox, JO. colored, lost her 
life, the result of a canoeing accident. Her 
escort, Marshall Mays, also colored, nar- 
rowly escape!. 

Miss Coxs’ home is at 344 West 41st street 
New York City. She had been visiting at 
223 West Canton street, ltoston, where Mr. 
Mnys lives. 

The couple reached Norunibepa park 
about fi Tuesday aftoruoon, and, after en- 
gaging a cauoe, started out for a river trip. 
They had been on the water more than an 
hour when they reached a point close to 
the north boundary of the park. 

The young man was seated in lire stern 
and the young woman in the bow. At this 
point she suggested a change of positions, 
and in her movements, which followed, 
caused the craft to overturn. 

Both wore thrown into the water. Miss 
Cox sank instantly, and did not reappear. 
The young man made lrantic efforts to 
reach her side, but without success. 

Several occupants of canoes near by 
went to his aid, and he was rescued in a 
very exhausted condition. The woman 
was completely lost to view. 

Patrolman Coombs of the Metropolitan 
park commission police was near by at the 
time and rendered all possible aid. Sergt. 
Edward West of the river police was sum- 
moned, ami with several officers began 
dragging tor the body. It was not recov- 
ered until 8.15, when it was found by Fred 
Young. 

The spot where Miss Cox sank is con- 
sidered particularly dangerous, although 
there is only about eight feet of water 
there. The strong current had, however, 
carried the body some distance. 

Tue remaius were taken to the head- 
quarters of the Metropolitin park com- 
mission police, and later viewed by Medi- 
cal Examiner Utley. Miss Cox’s father 
and sister in New York were notified by 
telegraph. 

The number of canoeing accidents tins 
season in the vicinity of Tuesday night’s 
tragedy is unprecedented. Clarence 1. 
Burr of Framingham was drowned June 
21, Miss Lizzie Cuhill last Thursday even 
ing, Race Hull of Jamaica Plain last Satu- 
dar night and 4 year-old Thomas L. Stau- 
ton on Saturday utteruoon. 

The activity and usetulness of the met- 
ropolitan park police has been highly com- 
mended in these cases. 

The relatives of the young woman ar- 
rived in West Newton Wedneseay, aud 
later the body was taken to New Yolk 
City.

FALLS. 

Father Cai.lanan’s Great Picnic. 


Two Drownlngs in the Charles River. 

Race Hail, a Jamaica Plain young man, 
was cauoeitig with two youug women on 
the Charles last Saturday evening when 
he wns suddenly overcome by an attack of 
epilepsy. Without the slightest warning 
he jumped from the canoe iuto the water. 

The young women screamed and al- 
though help was prompt in arriving it was 
impossible to locate the young man. The 
accident occurred about 'J 30 at a point 
near the Weston bridge, a most dangerous 
part of the river.* 

Sergt. Fdwurd West and several patrol- 
men of the Metropolitan Park Commission 
searched for the body which they re- 
covered about 1 o’clock Sunday morning. 

Mr. Hall was 21 y-ars old, unmarried, 
and lived with his folks on Lonsdale ter- 
race, Jamaica Plain. He had formerly 
been employed as a telephone operator in 
Wellesley aud hud a number of trieuds iu 
this city. 

Mr. Hall’s father arrived in West New- 
ton Sunday morning and after an inter- 
view with Chief Tarbox proceeded to 
Riverside where he identified liis sou. The 
remains were viewed by Medical Examiner 
Utley and later taken to Jamaica Plain. 

About 1 o’clock last Saturday afternoon, 
while playing with several companions on 
the Needhuin side of the Charles river, at 
a point w here it passes between that town 
and Newton Upper Falls, 4-> cat-old 
Thomas L. Stanton, son of Patrick Man- 
ton of 22 River avenue, Newton Upper 
Falls, fell from a tloat into the river Sev- 
eral iu the vicinity tried to rescue him, aud 
u!t hough he was taken from the water 
within 10 minutes, a physician was unable 
to resuscitate him. The oody was recov- 
ered by a boy named Patrick Delaney, aud 
removed to his father’s home. 

The accident to young Hull makes the 
fourth drowning a indent reported to the 
Newton police during the present season.

Late last Friday after n on the young 
woman who lost her life in a canoe acci- 
dent at Riverside the evening before, was 
identified as Miss Lizzie Cahill.

To an intimate admirer, Mrs. Leonard L. 
Hill, recently returned from a visit to the 
Great diva’s Welsh castle, Craig-y-nos, the 
famous songstress imparted the seoret of 
her youthful appearance. An Evening 
World reporter received from Mrs. lllll at 
her sumptuous home, the recipes used by 
the “Queen of Wales” iu preserving her 
beauty far beymul the time when most 
American women show the crow’s feet and 
wrinkles of middle age. 

“When 1 visited Mine. Patti Cederstrom,” 
said Mrs Hill, “I found her at the little 
railroad station on her own estutes to 
meet me. 1 was surprised at her youthful 
appearance and her extraordinary beauty, 
Afterwards 1 lenrned the magic she em- 
ployed. 

“Every morning she gets up at 8 30, takes 
a bath, and a short walk iu her gardens. 
At nine o’clock ora little after she eats a 
light breakfast consisting of fruit und 
rolls. 

“While sho is eating her maids arrange 
her hair and she looks over her mail and 
determines on her evening engagements. 
Then she writes a few letters and practices 
a half hour on scales. Only twice in thirty 
vears has she omitted this exercise. 

“At 11 she is ready for a wulk. Weather 
has no terrors for her; rain or shine, hot 
or cold, she ventures out just the same. 
When it is pouring she can be seen in a 
long mackintosh reaching nearly to the 
ground, high rubber boots and an old 
slouch hat on her head, sauntering oll'lfor a 
few miles walk. 

“When she walks she walks, and most 
American girls would be put to shame 
trying to keep pace with her. She does 
not pull her collar over her ears to prevent 
the rain from beating on her. Instead she 
holds her face up and delights to feel the 
rain streaming all over it. ‘That is how I 
keep my fresh color,’ she says, ‘that is why 
there are no wrinkles around my eyes nor 
creases on my cheeks.' 

“After her walk she rests and then takes 
lunch in her conservatory.

you will be as rosy and healthy as I am, 
and not broken down and suffering witli 
all sorts of complaints.’ She took ns to 
tiie village and ordered us heavy shoes, but 
no one could keep up with her. 

"Although she allows no cards in her 
house, si e joins in all kinds of children’s 
games. There is exercise in them, she de- 
clares, aud that is what the body needs. 
Like all singers, she avoids draughts, but 
she can’t get into the air often enough. 
Cosmetics she abhors. 

“Her voice is as fresh and tuneful now 
as when she sang years ago. The great 
English doctor, Sir Morrell MacKensie, 
told her that on account of her excellent 
care of herself she would sing at 80 as well 
as she did at -to.

Point, which extends into Long Island 
Sound. They concluded a bargain with 
Orreuoke, one of the sons of Poneez, a 
p overfill Indian chief of that time and 
region, for land lying between Asanenck 
and Palommusk rivers. The deed now 
rests with the town archives. Robert 
Peaks, a very few years ago, had but one 
living descendant. Capt. Patrick was an 
old soldier and was second in oonnnnnd 
during the Pequot war. and it was his 
division that Jdrove the Indians from the 
fort and region. In 1(572 there wore 27 pro- 
prietors, among whom was one John Mead, 
who was also prominent in building the 
First Congregational meeting house. 

Greenwich originally belonged to the 
Dutch settlers of New York, but in l<5r>0 
became part of Connecticut. In 10W the 
first school house was erected. The present 
High school building, the gift of one of tile 
Uavermayers, is a model in the artistic ar- 
rangement of the large grounds surround- 
ing it, einbelished with shrubs und (lowers. 
The architects’ plans included another 
story, but a Mr. Benedict thought the upper 
story a hindrance to his view of Long 
I dand Sound, so in town meeting fought 
successfully its being added. The joke is 
that said Benedict soon after bought the 
o d Amerlcus Yacht Club House and fitted 
it for Ids private residence. It is really an 
imposing one, b it the school house is in- 
land. 

In 1081 took place its first recorded mar- 
riage, proving the town to ho a well regu- 
lated one soon after Its origin nml worthy 
ot its good old New England reputation.

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ingland coast from New York to Mount 
Desert in Maine. Its coast 1 me on Long 
Island Sound is beautifully diversified by 
rivers, inlets and promontories covered 
with rich verdure to the waters’ edge, while 
the old town sits oomplucent and serene 
upon the heights that crown the pastoral 
scenery. The roads und drives are fasoi- 
nating with rich country surprises winding 
in and out its numerous hills and hillocks, 
and over nnd around its inlets and water 
ways. They are the real country roads 
that our cultivated people from the paved 
cities delight in. The very height of land 
over which passes the magnificent Putnam 
avenue is crowned with the beautiful 
Second Congregational church, which emi- 
grated from tlie Old First in 1700. The 
present, which is its second edifice, is built 
of stone, on the same site as its first wo id 
en one, and is the tuo.>t sip fitly aim com- 
manding on tiie whole coast. J is spire 
tierces heavenward loo feet, and is also 
tuilt of stone to its very top, and lather 
alter the Gothic order, it is built on Pu - 
mun avenue very neur to the old Gen. Put- 
nam homestead, from winch, of c-iurse, 
this avenue derives its name. 

Its membership coipprises some of the 
oldest and most respected of the family 
names prominent in town history, among 
which is that of the Meads, wli. se oiu 
homestead is still standing undisturbed in 
ruins near to Sound Bench, in front of the 
present beautiful residence ot Dr. Mead. 
Their family history is part of that of this 
distinguished town. 

From this church Boston calhd two of 
its prominent Congregational pastors, viz : 
Kev. W. II. II. Murray to Park street 
church, while the new Old South took Rev. 
George A. Gordon, I). ])., to minister so 
ably to its ancient communion. In Ps emt 
gregation sit Kev. Dr, Washington C mum, 
a former pastor, and Lev. Dr. Strong, toe 
famous author of "Our Country” so full of 
our Mitioii’s magnificent and impress' ve 
statistic*. Tlie last pastor was IUv. I>.\ 
Barrows, whose unfortunate participaii m 
in the notorious Deiiuotil-Sloaiie w.- 1- 
ding caused him such chagrin, although 
completely exhonerated by his church and 
denominational councils, that he died in 
Chicugo inside of one year. 

The town’s participation in the Ilevohi- 
tiouary War is in American history. Her 
sons were putrints, and when in Feb. _**>, 
177!*, Gen. T) run appeared at her outskirts 
with his British forces. General, (then Col. 
Putnam) was warned while ploughing in 
the field near his home, which now stands 
us a patriotic monument to hi* memory and 
a shrine for the worthy patriotic orders to 
visit, that comprise many desCdudauts from 
tlie patriots of that great struggle, that his 
life was tlie object of their visit, dropped 
his plough, mounted his ploughing horse, 
and witli coat on bis urm rmle with lull 
speed to the meeting house, where hi* 
American soldiers were druwu up. The 
Tor e , in command of i bourn- Merrlt »f 
Westchester, N. Y., gave full chase. Put- 
nam stopped a moment to order his men to 
retreat to some convenient distance while 
hestumldiide to Stamford for reinforce- 
meals. Being nearly come up with he 
dashed on, and by the time lie reached the 
historic precipice that bears his name only 
a short distance from It is picturesque 
house, the Tories were within two lengths 
of him. Putnam, although a limn who 
could turn 240 pounds on tlie steel yards, 
plunged his horse down this steep Putnam 
lull, which was overgrown witli stinted 
bu.-lies ut a head long pace across the road 
at its foot into tlie thicket, and pursuing a 
sort of drift path through it again took to 
tlie road. Some have it tliat he dashed 
head long long down tlie seventy and moie 
stone steps placed roughly one above an- 
other for foot pusseogers. But Ills great 
weight would seem to cast some reasonable 
doubt upon its possibility, although we 
prefer to still cling to the dare devil tradi- 
tion and the old representation in our 
school day geographies of his stupendous 
II 'ghl down the break neck stairs. One of 
tne many balls sent after him by his crazed 
putaUeis went through his hut, and we can 
utmost hear the old hero hurling buck hi* 
customary exolamatioii, "Gud cuss ye! 
When i catch ye I'll bung ye to the next 
tiue ” At any rutu Putnam performed a 
deed tliat none of ills rough riders (lured 
to follow him, and therefore it is well 
worthy of record und ciiiulution. This 
proved an eventful day lor old Greenwich, 
und one of terror too. Tlie British loices 
scattered through the town and spent the 
time in spoliation and debauchery. Insult, 
cm Ity, robbery and murder characterized 
their work. 

At iiiglu, however, the Americans inudc 
them retr cut, and filing upon them recap- 
tured the plunder und turned tlie invasion 
into a substantial victory. 1 witnessed (lie 
pluuing upon l lie blow ot ibis historic 
precipice, (tor it is still a rough bush cov- 
ered precipice and nothing else), bv tlie 
patriotic zeal of tlie I laughters of (Ik* lfevo- 
Ititii'ii, a huge roughly cut pink granite 
eight lou stone to be completed with u 
bronze teiievo representation of tills during 
deed of old Put. 

Mr Baker, who represents our Boston 
commission firm, Wright, Bliss A Fubyau, 
in New York, lias built u magnificent home 
upon tlds precipice, only u short distance 
from tills spot, the view from whose niuzz* 
is oi e of the most lovely, restful and pas- 
toral in all New England, ovut looking us it 
does a beuutiful und extended meuduw of 
verdure which is crowned on the further 
side by u veidunt ckd range ot hills, it 
must be seen to lie lm >gmed. In ttie war 
of 1M2 the Biitbh lice', appealed under 


tho chinks with its boisterous thunder 
tones to celebrate and nag tlie groom and 
hi* bride. 

In 1H.V) the last one took place and a so- 
cilled poetic account is on record and is 
really quite funny. It relates that this 
particular marriage occurred on a Sunday 
night in winter. It goes ou after this 
fashion : 

Tho two stood up and Dominie Dorse 
Tied up a knot an strong as a hor*c 
Tlie knot all tied, the bride often kissed 
Tho cake passed round, and what each one 
wished, 

The barrel below wasn't half drlnked up: 

When quickly spoke Father (torse, qimth he, 

My dear, dear sir, now truly tell me, 

How would you act and w hat would you do 
It the Sklmeton should visit you? 

Oh! No fear, not of that good friend sir cried , 
They’ll not salute Sunday night my bride, 

Hot sh< uld they come, I've a barrel full 
Of cider, tho right sparkling, hard school, 

Sir spoke like n man so all will say, 

And they came not that sacred day. 

Next day came, and though unsuspected, 

A Sklmeton had been collected. 

Night soon came: the H’hoys were on hand. 

The chief addressed in maimer l>Und, 

Said In: There will be no tiring done. 

Hut n bridegroom treat for all and one. 

He told to them what was said to (torse; 

Then rose loud cheers, that made them hoarse, 
Long loud cheers for the generous groom, 

For eider they had plenty ot room. 

Then marched down the street dragging their 
gun. 

And feeling well were agape for fun. 

Briefly tobl the crowd just to let the 
groom know that all were on hand, plies 
tlie hot rod and olF went the big gun. But 
instead of cake and cld-sr out comes Sir 
groom with war in his eye an l death to the 
man who touched off that big gun. The 
B’hoys all ran leaving Sir groom the boss 
of the ground. 

The following night some fifty were 
ready to man tlie gun and never know 
lliglit. With cannon gallant they appeared 
as did also .Sir groom, and swore that on 
whosoever fired that gun I’ll pull the 
trigger. This gave thorn ail again a con- 
niption fit except on« little °iflnier, who 
dared and tired, and with his blast smashed 
many a glass. .Sir groom fired too, but 
didn’t aim straight. This success gave 
courage to Sklmeton. They all, with 
words as weapons of war, could now 
whip twenty and some still more. But a 
traitor in cimp their powder wet and they 
could lire no more. 

They returned soon with a keg full of 
powder and planted the piece'at Sir groom’s 
old gate and lired scores of times till the 
powder “give” out, and thus the battle was 
won by tlie brave Skhnetons. That sane 
night too, tlie record wns made tliat the 
great gun was rushed away, whether it 
was hidden under the hay or In the earth 
or sunk iu tlie Sound no one can tell. But 
the gun was lost and Skiineton parties gave 
lip tlie ghost. Bui tlie end was not yet, tlie 
lawyers wanted some benefit and served 
out a warrant on twenty-three, who all ap- 
peared before tlie squire for justice sake, 
rite prisoners were charged with making a 
row. Wanting proof some were freed in a 
huff. The trial took two days. The 
prisoners took no hurt for tlie papers were 
wrong respecting them all. Thus ended 
Skiineton parties in conservative old 
Greenwich. So much for this snatch of har 
history. 

Golf inis its admirers in this staid old 
town too. Its roaus ui e made lively with 
tlie equipages loaded with thegailv dressed 
golfers ami their magic sticks. The 
grounds are magnificently situated and are 
ample and well laid out with an artistic 
clubhouse situated on its most sightly 
spot. The villages contested their Sunday 
playing, but they knock their bulls just 
ttie same. I heur that the golfers stood

A REDUCED TAX RATE. 


Any reduction in the tax rate is welcome 
so the announcement thut the rate this 
year will be twenty cents less than last 
will pleuse the tax-payers. It is not 
much, to be sure, but it is better than an 
increase, which Boston has. although it 
elected a Mayor on the issue of more econ 
omy in city affairs. Cities are expensive 
affairs, and the general rule is that any 
chunge in party management means an in- 
creased expenditure. 

Here iu Newton we are fortunate in 
having no parties in city affairs, so we do 
not have a large crow d of hungry partisans 
anxious to get in, and cur affairs are in 
ceuerul well and wisely managed. Mayor 
Wilson has been an economical mayor, but 
even his clo.-e watch over the finances lias 
failed to make any great reduction in the 
tax rate. There are so many regular ex- 
penses that have to be met anyway, such 
as the care of streets, schools, the regular 
departments and interest money, that 
there is probably not much chance of a 
material reduction In the tax rate until big 
payments are made on the city d» b\ which 
will be iu three or lour yeurs. 

The. assessors seem to have done their 
duty well, as they have fouud an increase 
of 81.213,000, which is something unusual 
for this yeur. In new buildings there is 
an Increase of $'.i24.1«0,in spite of the ver) 
dull times in l uil< ing oper. tioas, owing 
to high prices caused by the operui ions 
of the trusts. Piubaby a good deal ot this 
increase, however, was on buildings be 
gnu before the present year, us the build- 
ers says there has been very little doing In 
Newton, this year, as in all other places. 

On land the assessors made an increase 
of $ 278 , 350, and iu personal property there 
is a very slight gain, only 810,300 in spite 
of alleged great prosperity of the country 
and the increased prices of stocks. But 
the great majority of personal property es- 
capes taxation under our present system, 
and the assessors have to guess at what 
each man is worth, and if there is no 
kick they feel sure that they did not guess 
high enough. 

A good many of the towns and cities 
about us report a loss in valuation, so that 
Newton can think itself fortuua'e in find- 
ing an increase. 


A m w weekly paper has been started in 
Boston by the Republican League of Mas? 
aohusett*, with the secretary as editor. It 
tikes for its motto President Tucker’s 
query “why not stnrt in with the Idea of 
making a good politician Instead of a re 
former ?” but the trouble is that there are 
so many ideas of what a “good 'politician*, 
is. Some think he is a man who will get 
offices f«»r his followers, together with fat 
contracts and other perquisites. This 
seems to be the idea of tills new weekly 
paper, for its leading editorial is iu defense 
of the theory that the spoils belong to the 
victors. This Is what certain civil officers 
we sent to Cubn thought, and they acted 
upon it too literally and are now in jail. 
Politician is certninly an unfortunate name 
for a paper, as it has come to mean a man 
w ho is iu politics simply for what he can 
make out of it, without any troublesome 
ideas of statesmanship, or honesty, or any- 
thing else. This is hardly what President 
Tucker meant, when he used the word, and 
if this newspaper sails under such a (lag 
Its voyage will be very brief. As showing 
the politician’s idea of things, the paper is 
interesting, nnd it makes all sorts of revela 
tions of what the machine contcmplntrs. 
It wants General Curtis Guild elected to 
the Senate and Senator Hoar retired, which 
is certainly a poor return for the Senator’s 
recent recantation of all his serious cotivic. 
tions. The paper thinks that Gen. Guild 
would be a tit companion for Senator 
Lodge, and it thinks this is complimentary 
to Gen. Guild! Evidently the machine has 
lots of work cut out for it this fall. 


METROPOLITAN TARKS. 


1IK A 111 NOS ON APPORTIONING T1IK COST 
OF T1IF. SYSTEM. 

The commission appointed by the mi- j 
prerne court upon the apportionment of the 
cost of the Metropolitan Pnrk system have j 
be» n holding hearings this week, and all the | 
towns and cities have been represented, pre- 
senting their views ns to the basis of the ap- 
portionment. Poor towns think tlint the 
valuation should be the basis, but to this 
such towns as Brookline strenuously object, 
ami urge that population should be the 
basis The Brookline representative also 
urged that nearness to the parks should en- 
ter Into the apportionment, and asserted 
that they were all so far away they were of 
no benefit to Brookline. Every town and 
city of course is looking out solely for 
their own interests. 

City Solicitor Slocum of Newton said the 
area of his city Is20 square miles and tin* 
population 27,r*tH>. There is about one-third 
of an acre to each person. The city park 
areas are 100 acres. The boulevurds are 
eight miles in length. 

The metropolitan park takings in New- 
ton amount to 118 acres. 

He read a table of the distances from his 
city to the various metropolitan parks, 

Mr. .Slocum submitted that population 
should have substantial consideration in 
the apportionment. ’The parks are for the 
people, lie did not think 'lie legislature 
intended to pluce the whole burden on 
valuation. 


The Allen school. 


The Boston Post had an interesting In- 
terview, this week, with George Fox 
Tucker of New Bedford, the reporter of 
decisions of the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court. Mr. Tucker was a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Congress 
from his district, but uufortunately he is a 
Quaker aud has some uncomfortable 
prejudices against things as they are. After 
looking the field over, aud having some 
practical experience with local politicians, 
he retired in disgust. He is very outspoken 
and says his decision not to run is due to 
the Republican corruption in that part of 
the state. He touches the local sore spot 
when he mentions the New Bedford bridge 
case, and it would seem as if here were a 
scandal which ought to be probed and ex. 
posed to the world. Money is evidently 
plenty in connection with that affair. The 
architect got over 850,(X0 out of it for his 
commission. Even at the late session of 
Legislature, according to the lobby re- 
turns, the counsel in the bridge case, 
Thomas F. Desmond, got, or charged 
811,500 for bis services, which was by ull 
odds the largest fee paid to any one at the 
State House, us far as the returns show*. 
Fred S. Stunlej, who was also on the case, 
gave his services for nothing. The case is 
very sintulur and the bridge will cost over 
8 1 ,000,000. Tucker puts bis finger on this 
case, also on the prodigal expenses by the 
late Congressman Simpkins and says thut 
local politics generally are so eoriupt that 
he will not try for Congress this yeur. Mr 
Tucker thinks that things iu the state are 
in the sume condition, uml evidently 
Quakers have no place in modern politics, 
although Mr. Tucker says he will vo:e for 
McKinley. 

The Observant Citizeu in the Bostou 
Post says that “The be.-t time to go on a 
vacation is always a perplexing quesrion. 
I never get a vacation, but I often discuss 
the question. The main point comes over 
the early or late summer. Should it be at 
the start to freshen you for tbeheutofu 
city, or should it comeat the end, when 
you certainly need a rest?

Newton people will be 
interested iu having it maintain its high 
standing among preparatory schools of the 
highest grade, as it has come to be one of 
the institutions of the city, and it offers 
many special advantages to Newton 
pupils.

Such tilings have happened in t lie pu»t, 
but this year Newton is aroused to the 
honor of having a Congressman from its 
own citizens, und Newton men will spare 
no efforts to secure the nomination for Mr. 
Powers.

Why, persuaded the public in Kiiglui d und 
Europe to invest so generously that m t 
i n y these advtn u er^, but many others, 
became wealthy, win e those who supplied 
the funds were frequently vidtimized. And 
now 1 will tell you something. Since this 
war began my government has worked sev- 
eral of tiie i icliest mines, aud we find that 
they have all along been puy ing a profit of 
fiO per cent. On this we placed a tax of five 
per cent— that is, for every GO pounds they 
extracted we asked but three pounds. Is 
this not generous? Do you think thut Hie 
English government would be equally 
kind?

THE HEADLESS HORSEMAN. 

An Inrlflrnt Tlmt llnppmpil In this 
Frnnpo-I’rnaiilnn VVnr. 

It is n peculiar circumstance that 
hardened nnd trained troops will go 
through a long fight surrounded by nil 
the horrors that are Inseparable from 
war without flinching nnd with the ut- 
most apparent callousness, nnd the 
same men will bo struck terrified by n 
single trifling Incident. 

Every war of any import nnee, partic- 
ularly wnis between civilized nations. 

Is prolific in incidents of trivial charac- 
ter in themselves, but so unusual nnd 
unnatural tlmt they appeal to tiie nat- 
ural Instinctive horror of men more 
suddenly nnd Intensely than perhaps 
the main terrors of days of carnage 
nnd surrounding scenes of suffering. 
Such nn incident Is the one, for exam- 
ple, which occurred nt the battle of 
Worth in the early days of the Franco- 
Prusslnn war. 

In the bent of the great battle a wing 
of the Prussian army was charged by 
tiie regiments of French cuirassiers In 
the hope of turning tiie wing nnd fncll- 1 
Rating the fnlling back of the French 
infantry. But the cuirassiers were 
driven back by tiie unflinching Prus- 
sians.

For n third time they came down 
again, nnd as the enemy waited for 
them to draw nearer a horrible, blood 
freezing terror seized the Prussians, 
and for n moment it looked ns if they 
would turn and fly or be cut down 
without defending themselves. But in 
n moment they had pulled themselves 
together nml beaten back for the third 
ami last time the gallant cuirassiers. 

The sight that terrified the Prussians 
appears nothing very much In black 
nnd white. It was a regiment of cuiras- 
siers led at a dashing rate toward them 
by n headless officer sitting upright In 
his saddle nnd apparently encouraging 
his men after having been decapitated 
by a cannon ball.— Cincinnati Enquir-

WHAT ARE VOLCANOES? 

They Are Not Itnrnlng Monntulnn nn 
We Underntnnd Tlmt Term. 

“What are volcanoes?” 

Nine out of every ten persons would 
Immediately have an answer of some 
sort to tlio question above, for have 
they not n lively remembrance of hav- 
ing learned in their schoolbooks tlmt 
“a volcano is a burning mountain, from 
the summit of which are sent out smoko 
nnd flames?” This popular fancy has 
been exploded by scientists, whoso 
work is to explode popular fancies. 

In tiie first place, volcanoes nre not 
necessarily mountains. In reality they 
are just the reverse — that is, holes in 
the earth’s crust. Out of those ore 
thrown the materials which, accumu- 
lating. form the heaps which we popu- 
larly call mountains. 

These nre, then, tiie result and not 
the cause of the action. Neither are 
they “burning,” as we understand the 
term. There is no combustion, nor any 
action wo might reasonably call “burn- 
ing.” 

The action need not necessarily take 
place at the summit, for eruptions are 
just ns frequent at the sides or even 
at tlio base. The so called “smoke” is 
nothing more or less than tiie clouds 
of condensing steam which arc formed 
ou every oension when an eruption oc- 
curs. 

Lastly, tiie "flames,” so called, are 
merely the reflection of the mass of 
molten rock aud material inside the 
crater on the clouds of steam above, 
tints appearing as a glowing light. The 
friction, too, set up by tl.e motion of 
the materials causes electricity, and 
hence the lightning discharges which 
add to the illuminating effect.— Tear- 
sou’s Magazine.

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SAD RECORD. 

DROWN I NO IN CHARM'S IttVFII 1.ART SIN 

DAY >1 ADI'. 1'IFTH ON NKWTON SROTtON 

WITHIN KIOHT DAYS. 

Five drowning* within eight days is the 
sad record of the Newton portion of the 
upper Charles river. Sunday', Richard 
Wildbur, 24, the tifih victim, lost his life 
whilo bathing. 

There were no witnesses of the accident, 
which occurred nt a comparatively narrow 
part of the river within a short distance of 
the ..-Etna mills, Nonantum. It was pre- 
cisely the same place that .Samncl 1\ 
Thrasher, secretary for ex-Mavor H, K. 
Cobb, lost his life on Aug. 23, 189S, 

Wild bur was employed as a barber In 
Xewtonville and had been in this city but 
three weeks. Formerly he resided in Hus- 
ton, but during his New ton residence made 
his home with Mr. Everett Gordon at 153 
1. in wood avenue, Newtonville. 

About 9 Sunday morning Wildbur left 
his boarding place in company with two 
young son» of .Mr. (Jordon. He accom- 
panied them to the river bank i ll Califor- 
nia street. The boys announced that they 
were about to go in sw imming and asked 
Wildbur to join them. He declined, inform- 
ing them he could not swim. 

The boys entered the wuter, leaving 
Wildbur on the batik. They bad proceeded 
nearly a quarter of a ttiiie up the river 
when a shout attracted them. 

Looking backward they failed to see 
Wildbur titlier in tlte water or on the batik. 
Returning as rapidly as possible to the spot 
where they had left him they found only 
his clothes. 

The boys became alarmed and ran to the 
house of E. P. Hurnhum, who lives iu the 
vicinity, lie, with Mr. dess Hammond of 
Danversport, hurried to the scene, and the 
latter dove for the body, aud with Mr. 
Burnham's help got it to shore. Efforts of 
resuscitution tailed and l>r. O'Donnell, 
who was summoned, was unable to ren- 
der any fuither aid. 

The body was viewed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Utley aud turned over to the New- 
ton police. 

It is the generul belief of the police, who 
scout the suggestion of suicide, that Wild- 
bur was endeavoring to swim when he 
reached deep water or possibly a dangerous 
hole as there are said to be severul in that 
part of the river. 

{Scarcely anything is known of Wildbur's 
antecedents here. Ilis employer spoke 
well of h iin and it seems the young man 
had made a number of friends in Newtou- 
ville. 

Robert Wildbur, father of the young 
man, lives at 35 Reach street, Fitchburg, 
and came on Sunday uight and took charge 
of the body.

A Night of Fires. 

During the severest part of the heavy 
rain storm, which passed over this city be- 
tween U and. 10 Monday evening, accom- 
panied by intense thunder and lightning, 
lire broke out in the barn on Claremont 
street owued and occupied by C. E. Lord 
in the rear of his estate. An alarm was 
rung in from box 13 at 9.40. 

The lire was caused by lightning, and it 
was but a short time after the barn was 
struck that it was all in tiames. The 
coachman and another mau removed with 
great difficulty two horses, severul cows, 
earr iages and other articles. The building 
was burned to the ground in an incredibly 
short time, aud thd efforts ot the liremeu 
proved futile. Several tons of hay were 
ruined, ami it is reported that some hens 
were burned to death. 

The loss is estimated at about $2,000 aud 
is partly covered by insurance. 

At 12 ;t0 a. m„ Tuesday, box 117 was 
pulled for au incipient blaze in Mr. Joint 
Flood’s house on Washington street, corner 
of Thornton street. 

The family awoke shortly after midnight 
to tiud the rooms on tlte upper lloor filled 
with smoke. With the assistance of Par 
trohnan McNeil they removed two drawers 
from a bureau, the contents of which were 
burning. The damage was slight. Cause 
unknown. 

The above fires called out many pieces of 
apparatus uud the men and horses were 
about played out. They were making-up 
aud headed liomeward when box 53 was 
nulled in at 1 a. m. lor a stubborn blaze at 
Newton Lower Fulls. Hott 55, by the way, 
lias been installed but two days, and is to : 
take the place of old box 5. 

As Patrolman Tainter was passing tlte 
two-story frame tenement building on ] 
W ushiugtoii street, near the old hose house, j 
lie saw smoke coming roiu a chimney in an j 
unoccupied apartment. Relieving that 
persons who had no right were occupying j 
the apartment, he was about to sum non ! 
aid aud suiround the building, .lust a: i 
that tune his eye caught the dicker of u ! 
M tine in the unoccupied east end of the 
building. As a matter of fact only one ! 
tenement w as occupied. That was in the 1 
west end uud here Mrs. McFuriaud made 
her home. bhe was carried from the 
building by Patrolman Tainter. 

There are stores in the first story of the 
Structure but only one was occupied. The 
origin of the die is y*-t a puzzle and there 
is considerable belief that an incendiary 
was responsible for it. Tbe damage was 
about $UU0. The building is owned by 
.tobu Dolan.

Lieutenant Fyan’s Birthday. 

Lieut. John Ryan of police headquarters 
celebrated his 53th birthday anniversary 
last Saturday and was the recipient of 
many hearty congratulations. His 23 years 
of police set vice have w on him many 
friends. 

In connection with the birthday aiitii- 
versary the lieutenant tells nn interesting 
story. On Aug 25, 1804, his 19th birthday, 
he was a member of Hancock's 2nd corps. 
Miles' division, Meagher’s Irish Brigade, 
which occupied the works at Rennies' 
station, Virginia, of the Weldon railroad. 

The works had been formerly occupied 
by Wilson's cavalry, w hich w as surround- 
ed at one time and relieved by the Glh 
army corps. 

in that place Hancock's second corps 
made its quarters. Along in the afternoon 
theie w ere four attacks by the confeder- 
ates. The first three were repulsed, but in 
the fourth the fedeinls were driven out. 
Lieut. Rjan was wounded in the thigh, 
neck Htid loot. The fedeinls lost 1(500 men 
and several pieces of artillety. 

He was a patient at the Emery hospital, 
Washington, until Deo. 13 of the same 
year, lie started home on that day and 
met in tbe Washington railroad station the 
is remaining men of his regiment under 
command of Lieut. Col. Cat tw right. Lieut. 
Ryan himself was the only representative 
ot Co. C 28, Mass. Vols. 2ud brigade, 1st 
division, 2nd corps. 

He passed a short time iu his northern 
home and then reenlisted in Co. K, (list 
Massachusetts, and was discharged in tlte 
field at Washington at the expiration of the 
civil war. At the close of tlte civil war lie 
entered the 7th U. tv cavalry. In this 
command he served as 1st sergeant in Co. 
M, under (Jen. Custer. With the latter 
general he fought in every engagement, 
skirmish and campaign participated in by 
the regiment, and w as one of the relief ex- 
pedition. 

Lieut. Ryan claims tlte distinction of 
firing the first shot to opeu the great 
battle that resulted in the famous Custer 
massacre, aud also the hotior of tiring tlte 
last shot, lie was then iu Maj. Reno’s 
command. His own company lost 25 men 
out of 45, and all but 9 horses. 

The lieutenant commanded the detail 
that buried 45 enlisted men and officers, 
among them Gen. Custer, Capt. Thomas W. 
Custer, Adjt. W. W. Cook and Capt.* Cal* 

hotitt. 

Lieut. Ryan's service was from Dec. 13, 
lStil, until Dec. 21, iS7t> During both 
regular and volunteer service he was in 44 
engagements. As a member of the police 
force for 23 years he has served as patrol- 
man, sergeant and lieutenant. The latter 
position he now holds. 

Funeral of Rev. E. P. Gould. 

Funeral services over the remains of 
Rev. Dr. Ezra P. Gould were held SaturJ 
day afternoon at three o'clock from the 
cltapel at Mount Auburn cemetery. The 
officiating clergymen were Rev. Dr. Batten, 
who was an assistant with Dr. Gould in 
tlte Philadelphia Divinity school and Rev. 
Dr. George \V. Shinn of New ton, an old 
friend of the deceased. Music was ren- 
dered by a company of vested choristers 
from Cambridge. The interment was in tbe 
family lot. Among those present were 
Prof. Whittaker, an old college friend of 
the deceased, President George E. Merrill 
<>f Colgate University, Rev. Dr. Alvah 
Hoveyand many Newton friends. A new 
hook entitled “The Theology of the New 
Testament.” by Dr. Gouid lias just been 
published aud an interesting fact in con- 
nection with this work is that after tlte 
author became too ill to write he dictated 
to his wile aud daughter.

Fan w e not, must we not say, (list, and 
in general, that society is simply mankind 
acting out the social instincts of the race, 
and always Insisting on tlte superiority ot 
essential substance to outward form, how- 
ever, also insisting that w hat is good in- 
substanoe should manifest itself iu agree- 
able form: while “society” is a limited 
company, willingly living and acting apart 
from society, principally through an evil 
preference of torni ami show to substance 
und reality, 

Then, w hen we come to distinguish more 
closely between society uud “society,” 
must we not further say that society lives 
for reality, to enjoy each one’s free, natural 
individuality at its best ; that it cheerfully 
does tlte world's work, accepts every hu- 
man face as a letter of introduction, some- 
times, of warning, and, iu its sincere and 
simple way, loves to practice all the gra- 
cious and comely essential courtesies of 
life, while “society,” not unfairly called 
conventional, technical or even mock socie- 
ty, lives to multiply forms and ceremonies, 
prides itself on knowing and obeying 
them to tbe uttermost, aud in using them 
to bar out society, and lives more or less 
completely to he seen and talked about, to 
be amused, and to shirk the world’s work. 

In w hich society, or “society” is mem- 
bership most desirable, honorable, useful 
or profitable? In which can one best find 
and realize the high ideal, simplicity, 
reality, freedom, or w hat better individual 
or social ideal could any one strive for?

Went into Details. 

“I had an interesting and unexpected ex 
nerlence with former President Cleveland 
Bating his last term," said a naval officer 
of high rank, “which taught men lesson I 
might to have known before, and illustrates 
how lte sometimes went behind the record 
when he wished to inform himself as to 
tlte accuracy of official documents. 

“I was at the time chief of a division in 
tlte Navy Department. A woman whose 
name it is not neccessary to mention, used 
to annoy nte greatly by soliciting my aid to 
secure her n place as charwoman iu the 
War, JState and Navy building. She would 
come to my office every day until her 
presence became exceedingly distasteful to 
me. 

“One day she produced a petition fora 
pension of $:;o a month for disutilities al- 
leged to have been Incurred In an explosion 
in the old arsenal building in the reserva- 
tion on tlte Potomac dating the war. ami 
where she had Imen employed in some ca- 
pacity. The petition was headed by the 
name of an officer superior in rank to my- 
self and bore halt a dozen names of other 
persons of compnritive prominence in t lie 
capital. To get rid of her I affixed my sig- 
nature. 

“Her private pension 1)111 was finally 
taken up and passed by Congress. It was 
vetoed by Mr. Cleveland. Before the veto 
message was sent up to the Capitol I was 
visited by a polite young man. who said 
that lie represented the President, lie de- 
sired to know whether 1 was personally 
auqudiuteU witli the applicant. 1 said that 
I was not. He asked if I knew anything 
of Iter antecedents, the nature of her 
wm uds, her past and present moral char- 
acter, all of which I had vouched for to 
tho President by my signature to Iter peti- 
tion. I was forced to confess to my great 
chagrin, as I was personally acquainted 
with tlte President, that I knew nothing 
ubout her he>oud wlmt I hud seen of iter 
in my office. 

“My polite inquisitor then informed me 
that private inquiries tniide at the instance 
of ti e 1 ’resident had proved the falsity of 
iter petition iu all respects save that she 
had been employed by tlte government at 
the time of tlte explosion. Nothing iu the 
papers show ed that site hud been in the 
building at the time of the explosion, and 
she wus otherwise unworthy of govern- 
mental assistance. 

“In his veto message Mr. Cleveland made 
those In the War, State and Navy building 
feel uncomfortable by his sarcastic re- 
marks about officers and gentlemen who 
testified to tlte character and worthiness of 
those of whom they knew nothing, and 
scored Congress for passing a bill with tlte 
proof of injuries absent from the re- 
cord. 

“In Washington the petition-signing 
habit, formerly so much In vogue, has 
fallen into dislavor, and officials are very 
cautious about whose petitions they place 
their signatures.— Washington Star.

There 
will ire an administration building with 
one ward and possibly two. Thin latter 
point has yet to be decl led as It will be 
necessary to increase the appropriation 
( iow $35,000), if two wards nre constructed 
in connection with the administration 
building. 

The entire expense is to be met by the 
city, but there will be no decision or award 
or contract until Mayor Wilson returns 
from a vacation trip next week. The 
hospital authorities are said to be favorable 
to a larger building. What position the 
mayor will assume is not yet known. 

Tuesday afternoon bids were opened In 
the oillce of Buildings Commissioner 
George 11. Elder. 'The specifications pro- 
vided for the erection of the administra- 
tion building with one ward and witli two 
wards. The figures: A. Kales & Son, ad 
ministration building aud one ward, $24,-

Crane, administration building and one 
ward. $23,893, with two wards, $37,873; 
Mead, Mason & Co., administration build- 
ing and one ward, $23,r.92, with two wards, 
$37,077 ; II. I*. Cummings & Co , adminis- 
tration building and one ward, $23,245, 
with two wards, $30,908; J. M. & C, J. 
Buckley, administration building and one 
ward, $23,333, with two wards $37,853; 

' Charles King & Co., administration build- 
ing with one ward $22,019, with two wards, 
$30,440; .lolm llurgedon, administration 
building and one ward, $22,745, witli two 
wards. $30,170; II. II. Hunt, administra- 
tion building and one ward, $22,183, with 
two wards, $35,24!). 

It is reported that the contract will be 
awarded Mr. Hunt. 

PLANS OP NKW null DINGS. 

The new buildings of the Newton Hos- 
pital have been designed by Keudali, Taylor 
and Stevens, conforming to the general 
scheme of the four new buildings planned 
by them for the same hospital two years 
ago. Like them, it is to be of brick witli 
stone trimmings. It is to go up on practi- 
cally the same spot— on an isolated hill- 
top— us the old contagious ward, one end 
of which was recently burned, and the 
I oilier end ol winch will be torn down. As 
I frequently happens in such cases, the 
building tills a long-felt want, for the 
burned ward was always overcrowded. ami 
its contagious patients hud to be put in 
other departments. The new building is 
planned for fifty-two patients, almost 
double the capacity of the old building, 
and at a time of stress could easily accom- 
modate more. 

The contagious department includes 
three buildings, thirty feet apart, aud un- 
connected save by open roofed passage- 
ways. Standing between two pavilions is 
tiie main, or executive building, two stories 
and a half high, with dormer windows on 
the roof. A short hall from the front door 
leads into a corridor extending the entire 
width ol the house, and through doors on 
each side right through to the pavilions. 
On the front side of this corridor are par- 
lor, oflioe, pharmacy and laboratory : at the 
rear dining-room and kitchen On the 
second Hour of the executive building are 
six chambers ami a bathroom, and the 
third (loor.which will be unfinished at first, 
is planned for five chambers and a bath. 
The two pavilions, north and south of the 
executive building, ure identical. KucU 
may be entered from the outside by the 
open passageway, or from the executive 
building. This passageway, a continuation 
of the iiiuin corridor in the executive build- 
ing leads in each of the pavilions to a<r»cri- 
■dor at right angles with it. At each end of 
this corridor is a wurd containing ten beds. 
These rooms ure finished up into the roof, 
to give plenty <rf air und light. At the end 
of eacii w ard is a big fireplace, with a door 
on each side leading to a veranda, awning- 
covered and inaccessible from any other 
place. In theinnldle part ol each pavilion 
li\e private wuids. t ftioe, operating 


though, that if papa and mamma of the 
early spring could hold out to attend a fatni- j 
ly reunion of their offspring held in the j 
latter part of August, upwards of 2,000,000 
of their own blood and kin would come to 
the picnic, not counting maggots in arms.

They liuve learned that ’it is estimated’ 
acts on tiie same principle as a bo}’s’over 
the left.’ and authorizes them to tell with 
impunity me most jawdroppitig, eyebulg- 
ing whoppers, causing tiie public to wag 
heads uinl cluck ’took ! Look at tout now ! 
There’s learning fur you ! 

“There’s a good deal of tiie ‘it is estima- 
ted’ about tiie life history ut toe tly for the 
reason that the beust is hard to rear. 
Other insects will live, move and have their 
being m a box with a gauze over it and let 
in the air aud light. All they ask is board 
and lodging, and like tiie curios in a dime 
museum, they will answer any and all 
proper questions, photographs for sale for 
their ow n benefit. Hut tit up the most lux- 
urious quaiters for files, well aired and 
lighted, stock with all tiie delicacies of the 
stable, und tiie garbuge box, and the in- 
mates incontinently turn np their toes and 
die. While the entomologist wonders 
what for, a lly buzzes past his ear. He 
chases it away, it comes back, lie slaps 
at it. It dodges, buzzing gleefully, aud 
alights again, lie Hitters his hand and 
shoos it irotu him. He thinks it is simply 
another case of a fly's perseverance. He 
does not know, he cannot understand, that 
it is mocking ins fuiiure with tiie cry of: 
‘A-a-a a-uh ! Did you ever get left?’ ” 


Living: In Porto Rico. 

A young teacher who has just reached 
home from Porto Rico tells us some inter- 
esting stories of the tilings which iniRrcss 
ed her there. The furnishing of the rooms 
was one of these. Her interest in furnish- 
ings began as soon as she landed in Sau 
Juan and read tiie sign on the staircase 
1 mdii.g to the parlor, it read : “Please do 
not disturb the purlor furniture.” The 
parlor furniture, when she came to see it 
was as funny as the notice. There was a 
rug in tiie centre of the room, and on this 
one of those peculiar rouud upholstered 
seats usually associated with large steam- 
boats around here, a circular affair with a 
circular back tuperng up to what in a 
steamboat is usually a pole supporting an 
upper deck. This was right euough in it- 
self, o«f.y suggesting some public place, 
but around the rug on which stood the 
circular seat were arranged u hollow 
square of easy chairs, the furniture which 
the proprietor requested tiie public to re- 
spect und refrain fiom moving. The de- 
sire ’for not moving the furniture the girl 
found in private houses In other pluces 
which she visited. Everything was ar- 
ranged just so. For instance, in a private 
house there would be a table in the centre 
of tiie room, aud on either side a row oc 
rocking chairs standing ns straight and 
still as rocking chairs may stand., while in 
geometrical positions around tiie room 
against the wall stood the ordinary chairs.

Judge Lowki.l has the place of honor 
in the September Atlantic with an article 
on the “American Doss,” which is the 
one question that today most vitally con* 
cerus the purity of our politics, and one 
might almost say the existence of the re- 
public itself, now that the bosses have be- 
come such an openly recognized power in 
the Government. The very tlagrancy of the 
evil will doubtless leud to its prompt cor- 
rection. In the outside Judge Lowell 
clearly defines wbat is meant by the boss, 
lie says. “The boss is a man who concerns 
himself with politics and with partisan 
politics. That there are many partisan 
politicians who are unt bosses is equally 
clear. Again, a boss is not the same thing 
as a bad or unprincipled politician. 
Though it were admitted that Mr. Bryau, 
for example, is as bad aud unprincipled 
a politician as his worst enemies habitual- 
ly represent him, yet be wiuld not there- 
fore be mude a boss A boss is not only a 
partisan politician, that is, cue concerned 
with pattisau politics, but he is a political 
machinist, that is, one concerned witli the 
machinery of political parties. Many poli- 
ticians are not political machinists, lu 
Eugluud, indeed, while nearly every pub- 
lic man is a partisan politician, few of the; 
leading public men are political machinists. 
Mr. Chamberlain is, or is supposed to be, 
a rare exception to the general rule, lu 
this country, Messrs. Deed, Edmunds, 
Blaln, Bayard, Thurman, all partisan poli- 
ticians. and none of them wholly iguoraut 
of partisan political machinery, jet were 
not politicul machinists, as was Mr. Til- 
den, fur example. None of them could 
have properly managed his own campaign 
in an important popular election, as Tildeu 
could and did manage it. No one of the 
men first mentioned was a boss, or could 
have been ; their lack of training as politi- 
cul machinists forbade it; but Tilden, 
though a most accomplished muchists, yet 
was no boss.” It is eusy to recognize the 
real thing after this lucid expiuuutiou, as 
the papers are giving examples of it daily, 
but tiie question is how to emubut the 
evil. Bosses are no friends to civil service 
reform, for obvious reasons, aud that is 
one reason why the reform is so stubborn- 
ly fought, for tiie enforcement of reform 
principles weakens their power. After 
civil service reform, says Judge Lowell, 
‘tiie most effective method of weakening 
tiie boss is to separate as fur as possible 
local elections from national. This 
w ill encourage independent voting in its 
bust sense, that is, local voting, indepen- 
dent of really irrele\unt natiouul issues 
The partisan voting truly reprehensible 
does not consist in voting for the party's 
candidate in elections where partisan prin- 
ciples are involved, but in voting for a can- 
didate labeled with the party name is an 
election wholly unconcerned with partisan 
principle. Again, we should not only 
separate local from national elections, but 
should simplify elections of all kinds. The 
choice of a multitude of officers by direct 
popular vote may be practically democrat- 
ic in a small community, where all the 
candidates ure individually known to every 
one; but in a large constituency the long

After this a committee 
brought Mr. Powers Into the hall accom- 
panied by ex Senator Harwood of Newton, 
and the latter was Introduced to the com- 
pany and paid a high tribute to Mr. Powers. 
He said that while he was in tiie legisla- 
ture Secretary Long aud other able attor- 
neys appeared before his committees to 
represent their clients, and Mr. Powers 
was one of these. But although lie had 
long been a personal friend, he never 
asked him about the case or sought to in- 
tluenee him in any way, ti listing solely t«» 
the merits o( the case. Mr. Ilarwood said 
“we want to semi a matt to Congress like 
Samuel \V. McCall and Mr. Moody of 
Haverhill nml we have him in Mr.-Pow 
erV and lie predicted his triumphant 
e eetion. His remarks w ere received with 
great applause. Mr. Powers was then 
called upon ami made one of his brilliant 
speeches, in which he neatly countered 
upon Fred H, Wllliamsby showing that he 
never said anything about his discovery 
that the corporations oontrolled tiie legis- 
lature while he was iu the Senate, or tried 
to remedy the evil, and on his retirement 
from the senate he immediately accepted a 
retainer from a railroad corporation ; that 
if all lawyers who hail been employed by 
c >r poi nt ions should be debarred from nom- 
inations to public office it would shut out 
Mr. Williams himself who has represented 
corporations before the legislature. 


Mk. Feed II. Williams of Brookline 
charges the Republican legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts with being in the grasp of cor- 
porations and making laws against the 
interests of the people. We understand 
that It is the purpose of the Democratic 
managers in the district to make this an 
issue in the campaign. Suppose the Demo- 
cratic candidate makes the same serious 
charges against the Republican party and 
that Mr. Williams should be the Republi- 
can candidate, who is to defend the Re- 
publicans against this accusation? Cer- 
tainly Mr. Williams cannot, for be first 
made the eburges himself. It would appear 
that Mr. Williams has made a mistake and 
that be ought to be running for the Demo 
cratic nomination rather than the Republi- 
can, where he would have as full opportu 
uity to make charges against the Republican 
party as the most reckless Democratic 
stump speaker. 

The board of aldermen’s long vacation 
is shortened five days by the notice of u 
special session for September oth. It is 
necessary that jurors be drawn for the 
Superior Court before Septemb ?r 10 th and 
in conseqnence there must be an early ses- 
sion of Newton’s city fathers to do this 
There will be no other business considere*’, 
however, aud regular sessions will be r« - 
aumed September loth. Compared with tiie 
boards of other cities Newton aldermen 
have no reason to complain, as the summer 
has passed peacefully, oooly and calmly so 
far as municipal government is concerned.

Houses long 
doted are being reopened, and at night the 
express teams are heard bringing huge 
trunks.

I'orhiicmT Jteefl. 

There are some seeds which “literal- 
ly corkscrew themselves Into tho 
ground.” Tho mos: remarkable In- 
stance Is perhaps that of the Spina 
pennntn, a beautiful south European 
grass. The netunl seed Is small, with 
a slinrp point nml stiff short hairs 
pointing backward. The top end of 
the seed Is produced Into n fine, twist- 
ed, corkserewllke rod, which Is fol- 
lowed by n plain cylindrical portion, 
ending In a long, delicate feather, the 
whole being more than a foot In length. 
Owing to this feather the seed falls to 
the earth point downward and sticks 
In the ground. 

But even If the seed should settle on 
Its side, damp, by acting on the halts 
attached to It, causes It to rise up till 
Its point Is downward. If n shower 
conies on or dew falls, the spiral un- 
winds, elongating Itself upward. Be- 
ing covered, like the seed, with back- 
ward pointing hairs. It usually presses 
against some blade of grass or other 
obstacle, with the result that the seed 
is pressed Into the ground. 

On the spiral becoming dry again. It 
curls up, and the seed Is not drawn 
out of the ground owing to Its hack- 
ward pointing hairs, but the spiral and 
the feather are easily drawn down. On 
the return of damp the spiral ngnin un- 
winds and, noting ns before, drives the 
seed still farther dowu until nt last It 
Is quite burled.

It is a fact of comparatively recent 
discovery in chemical metallurgy that 
metals lose their vitality from repeti- 
tions of shocks and strains and may lie 
said, as tlie expression Is, to suffer 
from fatigue— that is. they may be 
worked till their molecules fail to hold 
together. 

As Is familiarly known, bars of tin, 
rods of brass and wires of any metal 
will separate owing to fatigue if bent 
backward and forward continuously. 
But by careful experiments, however, 
tlie fact is made to appear that a rem- 
edy exists for this condition of metals 
if tlie overstrain docs not border on 
rupture, nnd tills remedy is very much 
like tlmt which is applied in tlie case 
of an overworked human frame— 
namely, rest. 

Feather edged tools recover their vi- 
tality better than any other. Of course 
the length of time required for tills rest 
varies with different metals and the 
amount of strain to which they have 
boon subjected. 

Hard metals, such ns iron and steel, 
use up one and two years’ time In the 
process. On the other band, soft met- 
als. like lead, retain their cohesive 
force longer and also require less rest. 
—Pearson's Weekly.

What America has at Stake in China, 
luoonllimiug the exuct extent of Ameri- 
ca’s interests which ure now ut stake in 
China, let us note j|oie curefully the re- 
turns for 1899 in comparison with those of 
1889. Our direct trade, nut inoludiug llong 
Kong, with Chinu, was valued in 1889, in 
exuct figures, ut $10,819,540; iu 1899 at $33, 
112,708, or uu Increase of $13,293,108. In 
this same period it is well to observe thut 
our exports to Chinu increased fur more 
rapidly than our imports from Cbiua, thus 
tending to make t lie balance of trade iu 
our favor. Iu 1889 our exports were less 
than three million dollars; in 1899 theya- 
mouuted to fourteen und one-hull millions.

So broad, so bountiful is bis 
character that lie never turned a tramp 
empty handed from his door, but al- 
ways gave him a letten-af introduction 
to me. Pure, honest, liidBrruptlble, that 1 
Is Joe Hawley. Sueli a man in politics 
is like a bottle of perfumery in a glue 
factory— it may moderate the stench, !

The practice of kissing the hands 
was Instituted by the early Roman rul- 1 
ers ns n mark of subjection as much as 
one of respect, and under the llrst Cne- 
snrs the custom was kept up, but only ! 
for a time. These worthies conceived 
the Idea that the proper homage due to 
tlioir exalted station called for less fa- 
miliar modes of obeisance, so the privi- 
lege of kissing the emperor’s hand was 
reserved as a special mark of conde- 
scension or distinction for officers of 
hijjffi rank. 

Roman fathers considered the prac- 
tice of kissing of so delicate a nature 
that they never kissed their wives In 
the presence of their daughters. Then, 
too, only the nearest relatives were al- 
lowed to kiss their kindred of the gen- 
tler sex on the mouth, for In those 
days, as now, kissing was not a mere 
arbitrary sign, but it was the sponta- 
neous language of the affections, espe- 
cially that of love. 

Under the Romans if a lover kissed 
bis betrothed before marriage she in- 
herited half of ids wordly goods in the 
event of bis death before the marriage 
ceremony, and if she died her heritage 
descended to her nearest relatives.—

Why Frnnkltn Did Not Write It. 

"It has always boon n curious puzzle 
why Frnnklln, tho man of ripe ago, of 
commanding distinction and of approv- 
ed literary skill, was not selected to 
write the Declaration Instead of Thom- 
as Jefferson, then only HR years old and 
comparatively unknoT n," says John 
Gilmer Speed in The Saturday Even- 
ing Post. "It could not he that Frank- 
lin was passed by because he had done 
everything In Ills power to avert the 
war and reconcile the differences be- 
tween the colonies and the mother 
country, for all wise men in the colo- 
nies did ail that honor permitted in 
that direction until the tiie was cast. 
No; It was not a fear of Franklin’s ear- 
nestness in the cause of the colonies. 
It was probably the fear of Franklin’s 
humor. 

"He was not only the greatest man 
of his time, but he was one of the 
greatest humorists of any time. And 
so his associates were possibly afruid 
that ho would put n Joke In the Decla- 
ration and passed him by and selected 
the lank young Virginian with the frec- 
Ikled face. 

"As It was. Franklin did have his 
Joke, for when the members of con- 
gress were about to sign the Declara- 
tion Hancock, whose earnestness Is ex- 
pressed tn the bold signature which 
comes first, snld In his own earnest 
way: ‘We must ho unanimous. There 
must bo no pulling different ways. We 
must all hang together.’ 

“‘Yes/ replied Franklin; ‘we must 
hung together, or we shall be pretty 
Bure to hang separately.’ ”

Tljlo unlucky admis- 
sion destroyed the man’s argument, for 
he was a living example of the fallacy 
of his own proposition.”
